Owner/trainer/breeder King Leatherbury accepted multiple awards for his 
horse Ben’s Cat at the Maryland Horse Breeders Association awards dinner 
May 8. Among the gems unfurled by the legendary trainer: 

On traffic: ‘dt took a long time to get here. Did anyone else get lost? I got 
behind this guy who was going really slow I stayed behind him for a while and 
then I just felt like I had to give him a htde bump, a nudge, to see if I could speed 
him up. Well, he went right over the handlebars. . 

‘‘Later, this guy in a truck comes right at me, right at me. . . he was headed 
right for me, with no warning or anything. Well, the front of his truck did say 
DODGE so I guess that was something.” 

On training winners: “I was at Bowie and this horse looked like he was 
going to win. I remember thinking ‘If I never win another race, let me win this 
one.’ He won and I stiU get the same thrill out of it today. It keeps you young.”

CONNECTIONS NOT LOST ON JONES

P ennsylvania horseman Russell Jones spent 
the Triple Crown season wearing a tan and 
brown Union Rags hat, but could have just 
as easily donned the purple and white of Til Have 
Another. 

■‘It doesn't mean anything, but we sold that horse's 
sire and dam," said Jones, founder of Walnut Green, the 
Pennsylvania sales agency now owned by Mark Reid and 
partners. 

It's true. Three weeks apart in 2003, Walnut Green sold 
Flower Alley and Arch's Gal Edith as yearlings. Together, sire 
and dam made I'll Have Another. 

At the 2002 Keeneland November Sale, Virginia 
horseman Bruce Smart bought the then weanling Flower 
Alley (Distorted Humor—Princess Olivia, by 
Lycius) for $50,000. Less than a year later. 
Walnut Green consigned the chestnut colt 
at Keeneland September for Smart. Eugene 
Melynk spent $165,000 to buy the Kenmcky- 
bred, who went on to earn more than $2.5 million 
with trainer Todd Pletcher before retiring to Three 
Chimneys Farm as a stallion. The Grade 1 winner 
sired I'll Have Another in his second crop. 

On the distaff side, breeder Linnie Scott sent her yearhng filly (Arch—Force Five 
Gal, by Pleasant Tap) to Walnut Green in advance of Fasig-Tipton Midiantic's Eastern 
Fall Yearhng Sale. The Pennsylvania-bred sold for $36,000 to Auburn Ark Stable. 

Harvey Clarke bought her the next March for $80,000 at Ocala and the rest is history. 

Jones, who advises Union Rags' owner Phylhs Wyeth on her horses, enjoyed the 
associations. 

“It's one of those non-essential, exciting facts and just goes to show that you never 
know," said Jones. “When you're connected to a good horse, any good horse in anyway, 
all you do is go along for the ride."

TO OLD FRIENDS IN KENTUCKY 


T 'he region’s streaking wonder horse Rapid Redux earned a new 
home with his 22 consecutive wins from December 2010 to 
January 2012, retiring to Old Friends, the Thoroughbred 
retirement center in Georgetown, Ky 

The 6-year-old gelding, owned by Marylander Robert Cole 
and trained in Pennsylvania by David Wells, arrived at Old 
Friends in late May and was welcomed with a press conference 
June 1. Rapid Redux started his winning streak in Dec. 2, 

2010, by capmring an $8,000 claimer at Penn National. The 
run continued through 21 more races at Penn, Parx Racing, 

Laurel Park, Timonium, Charles Town, Mountaineer and 
Thistledown, ending with a starter allowance score at Laurel on 
Jan. 4. The son of Pleasantly Perfect set a modern-day record 
for consecutive wins, breaking the mark of 19 held jointly by 
Peppers Pride and 2010 Horse of the Year Zenyatta. Bred in 
Kentucky by Fortress Pacific Equine LLC, Rapid Redux was 
awarded a Special Eclipse Award for his achievements. His 
connections were also honored with a special award of merit at 
Pimhco Race Course’s Ahbi Breakfast during Preakness week. 

Cole claimed Rapid Redux for $6,250 at Penn National on 
Oct. 13, 2010, and the chesmut gelding finished his career with 28 wins from 42 starts 
and total earnings of $361,609. 

Founded by journalist Michael Blowen, Old Friends operates farms in Kenmcky and 
New York and has provided a retirement home for such greats as Sunshine Forever, 
Ogygian, Marquetry, Black Tie Affair (Ire), Precisionist, Criminal Type, Pri 2 ed, Awad 
and others. The farm is the only retirement facility that accepts stallions, but has also 
taken in geldings and mares. Both Old Friends farms offer tours and memberships.

BUYS MEADOW, 
SECRETARIAT’S 
BIRTHPLACE 

U niversal Fairs, a Tennessee- 
based fair and festival opera¬ 
tor, purchased the assets of 
the State Fair of Virginia, including 
the fairgrounds property Meadow 
Event Park in Caroline County, Va., 
at an auction May 22. Universal 
spent $5.35 million for the 331-acre 
property, which includes the former 
Meadow Stud (where Triple Crown 
winner Secretariat was foaled and 
Kentucky Derby winner Riva Ridge 
was raised). 

The company plans to hold the 
State Fair of Virginia as normal 
this fall. SFVA Inc., a non-profit, 
bought the property in 2003, 
constructed a new fairgrounds and 
relocated from the Richmond area. 
The company, which also put on 
the Strawberry HiU steeplechase 
races for years, filed for bankruptcy 
in December and is now defunct. 
Strawberry Hdl now occurs at 
Colonial Downs in New Kent, Va., 
and was held June 2.

O ne of the most recognizable horses 
at the Fair Hill Training Center in 
Maryland never won a race. In four 
career starts-two each at Laurel Park and 
Penn National-he defeated a grand total 
of four horses. Plis career earnings reflect 
a balance of ‘‘$0.” But to Amy Jackson, 
co-owner of Fair Hill Equine Therapy 
Center, stable pony Emory is priceless. 

Emory (yes, that's his real name) was 
bred and owned by Corinne Christmas 
Sullivan and foaled in Maryland on May 
12, 1988. At first glance, his hneage 
seems as humble as his race record. 
His sire, the Christopher R. stalhon 


Mr. Baggins, did win 11 of his 39 career 
starts, including Bowie's Southern 
Maryland and Star de Naskra Handicaps. 
But Emory was his mother's son. Dam 
Wisette (Wise Exchange—Sue's Angle, 
by Quadrangle) also made four starts 
without ever hitting the board or earning 
a dime. 

Jen Heimer was ponying at Laurel 
Park when she first saw the flea-bitten 
gray gelding. At the time, trainer Donnie 
Letts had him and was using him as his 
barn pony. 

“Emory would run off with him almost 
every morning for almost 2 miles. And I 


really wanted Em, I just knew that he was 
probably misunderstood and he needed 
to be mine," she said. 

“He got loose one morning from 
Donnie and shpped and fell on the asphalt, 
and he put a big hole in his stifle and his 
back ankle, and that's when Donnie said 
that I could buy him." 

Heimer knew a diamond in the rough 
when she saw one. His morning hijinks 
with Letts had proven his athleticism and 
stamina, convincing Heimer that he'd be 
able to withstand the rigors of the job. 

“As soon as I started ponying horses 
off of him, I knew that he was one in a 
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million. He could go all day, he never got 
tired, and he took pride in his work,’’ she 
said. ^‘Everybody used to call him ‘The 
Operator.' He was very strategic; you 
reaUy didn't have to do anything up there 
but hold on to the shank and stay on him." 

Heimer kept Emory at the track 
for three years, and after retiring from 
ponying she dabbled in lower-level 
eventing. 

“But he still wasn't the same; I knew 
he wanted to be on the track," she 
said. “I took some time off of horses 
altogether when I had my daughter in 
2000, and Emory had to be in work. He 
was absolutely miserable. That's when I 
let Benny and Laura Feliciano use him. 

“Laura called me and said ‘I don't know 
if you want Emory back or not, but I 
know of somebody who really wants to 
buy him.' That was the Jacksons. I knew 
they were great people who took amazing 
care of their horses and Emory would be 
happy for Hfe." 

At that time, Amy Jackson and her 
husband Bruce trained a small string 
of horses at Laurel Park. One, a colt by 
Capote, was so rank and dangerous to 
handle that Jackson decided it was time to 
invest in a pony-and a good one. 


Jackson heard of a pony for sale 
at Feliciano's barn and went for a test 
ride. She hopped on Emory and headed 
toward the track with the Capote colt in 
tow. Within seconds, the colt was on two 
legs; and just as quickly, Emory reacted. 
‘He grabbed the colt by his nose and 
shook him violently. He said ‘Listen up, 
buddy!' And you know, that colt never 
said boo to a goose after that." 

Decision made, Jackson paid Heimer 
$800 for Emory and his saddle and took 
her new pony to her barn. 

At Fair Hill, Emory is as much a part 
of the scenery as the dockers' stand. 
Fillies adore him; Jackson calls him the 
‘mare magnet" for his ability to calm them 
down. But stud colts are his thing. 

“They'll act up and start their stuff, 
and rU say ‘Sorry about your lot. Meet 
Emory,' " she said. “He's got those long 
old gnashers. He's a legend," she went 
on. “He still works five to six sets per 
day, except Sundays. He's my best friend 
and a savior to many an exercise rider 
in difficulty. He's taught me more about 
horses than any human ever could." 

Emory takes yearlings to the track, 
escorts racehorses to the starting gate, 
encourages Pony Clubbers over a creek 


for the first time. He never says no, 
even gladly taking Maryland Gov. Martin 
O'Malley for a ride during a visit to Fair 
Hill last year. 

“He is just psychically smart; the best 
horse in the world," Jackson said. 

She recalled one morning at Fair HiU 
when she was sitting on the track during 
a set, chatting with another trainer. Reins 
on Emory's neck, paying no attention 
at all, Jackson suddenly found herself 
galloping down the outside rail in pursuit 
of a loose horse. “Before I knew it, he 
was off. All I had to do was reach down 
and grab the [other horse's] reins." 

As did Heimer, Jackson has tried 
other pursuits with the gelding, including 
a brief stint foxhunting. “He was too 
strong and got too excited. But he'd jump 
off a cUff if you asked him to." 

And while he does get occasional breaks 
at the Jacksons' home for freshening, the 
horse is truly happy only when he's at the 
training center, doing his job. 

When pressed, though, Jackson admits 
that there is one problem with 24-year- 
old Emory. 

“He's indispensable," she said. “I don't 
know what I'll ever do without him." ^

It is essential to the health of our industry that we educate 
our elected official and support those who work with us on issues 
vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer 
which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 
as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson of the MHBA 
Legislative Committee. Any administrative expense will be paid by 
the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the 
State Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a single 
candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any given four- 
year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC must be included 
in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax returns 
but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total political con¬ 
tributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contribution) on individual 
returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint returns. 
Political contributions are not deductible business expenses.

Maryland 
racing thrives 
on attention 
at Preakness 


T rainer D. Wayne Lukas won two 
stakes on the Preakness Day 
undercard, but all he wanted to 
talk about was Pimlico—the track, the 
people, the service, the atmosphere, 
the joy he gets when he travels to 
Maryland with a horse. 

And the Hall of Earner wasn’t alone. 
Beyond I’U Have Another’s addition 
of the second leg of the Triple Crown 
to his victory in the Kentucky Derby 
two weeks earlier, the topic of conver¬ 
sation was the Maryland Jockey Club 
track in Baltimore. Pimlico, supposedly 
old and outdated and just hanging on, 
left another mark on the Triple Crown 
with its attention to detail, its welcom¬ 
ing attitude, its ability to handle a big 
event and-most importantly-its try. 

“They get that stigma that maybe 
they’re not as fancy as Churchill or 
Belmont, but they work hard and do 
a great job,” said Lukas, who knows 
effort and style when he sees it. “I told 
the management people at ChurchiU to 
load up all the administration people 
they have, put them on a plane and 
bring them here. Just let them walk 
around and see what happens. It would 
really help us all. It’s true.” 

Lukas wasn’t taking a swipe at 
Churchill Downs, which can obvious¬ 
ly puU off big events (Oaks, Derby, 
Breeders’ Cup and so on) with regular¬ 
ity; he was complimenting Pimlico, a 
track which races just 29 days a year 
now, which dates to 1870 and shows 
it in some places, which lacks the 
luxury of Churchill and the expanse 
of Belmont. 

Lukas watched his Hamazing 
Destiny and Skyring win back-to-back 
stakes on Preakness Day from a plain 
white plastic chair in the box seat area 
above the winner’s circle at PimUco. 
The spot was shady on a hot day, con¬ 
venient on a busy day, appreciated on 
any day. 


“Top to bottom, whether you’re in 
the Preakness or any other race, all of 
us trainers really love it here,” Lukas 
said. “It’s the hospitality. They go out 
of their way to make you feel comfort¬ 
able and not have to be concerned 
about anything. That seat, a simple 
thing like that seat, makes a difference. 
I had a spot to sit down and watch my 
horse.” 

The comments, in the midst of a 
post-race interview in the paddock, 
ought to make anyone associated - own¬ 
ership, management, staff, owner, 
trainer, breeder, jockey, mere fan— 
with Maryland racing stand up a little 
taker. 

People raved about the Maryland 
Jockey Club, its work, its generosity, its 
ability to puU off a big event. 

Trainer Dale Romans opened the 
trunk of his courtesy car this year and 
found Shackleford’s Preakness paddock 
sign from 2011. Lukas needed a second 
courtesy car, and got it. Eventual win¬ 
ning trainer Doug O’Neill played along 
with the race’s promotional aspects, in 
large part because of the reception he 
got from Pimlico. Two days before the 
big race. Bob Baffert joked about his 
mood being good “win, lose or draw” 
when he leaves Pimlico each year. 

Tom Chuckas, Carrie Everly, Georg- 
anne Hale, Mike Gathagan and anyone 
else with an MJC Staff badge should 
take a bow. 

They do good work. 

This year, they were rewarded by 
a record crowd of 121,309 for the 
Preakness. The attendance figure com¬ 
pleted a turnaround from the 77,850 
who passed through the gates in 2009, 
the first year of new rules to control 
fans bringing their own alcohol. Then, 
discussion turned to the shocking pos¬ 
sibility of the Preakness leaving the 
state. Now, nothing could be further 
from anyone’s mind. ^

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Derby winner Til Have Another 
makes case for history by adding 
stirrinp victory in the Preakness '

between the first two legs of the Triple 
. Crown, the travel, the days of training, 
the commitments, the logistics, the 
worries, the waiting, the rushing, 
the attention, the moments. 

His horse Til Have Another upset the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl at 15-1 and went to 
Baltimore’s Pimlico Race Course earher 
than any Derby winner since 2001. Late 
on Preakness Day May 19, he looms as the 
3-1 second choice behind Derby runner- 
up Bodemeister as a record 121,309 fans 
party in the infield, the grandstand seats, 
the upper-floor dining rooms, anywhere 
they can. 

‘‘This is what it’s all about,” O’NeiU says 
while ducking through the paddock after 
his Boxeur des Rues finished 10th in the 
Dixie-G2. “You get this awesome build up 
that just keeps going to the minute-and- 
55-second event. Right now. I’m thinking 
about this horse we just ran, he floats out 
on the turns, keeps doing that, maybe we 
should . . .” 

From 20 feet away, a man in pink pants 
interrupts. 

“Hey, Doug, you got a minute for a pic¬ 
ture?” Rigaud “Jay” Dohscar asks. 

DoHscar is officially a member of the 
unofficial Best Horse Racing Fans Ever 
and if you’ve ever seen them at the races, 
you’ll know why O’Neill stops. If O’Neill 
wasn’t training horses, he’d be a member. 
“Yeah,” he says. “Yup, yup, yup, yup.” 

■' O’Neill, Dohscar and two women pause 
for a photo-snapped with an iPad-in 
front of a waU sign labeled Building 
Directory. And with a cheer from his 
newest biggest fans, O’Neill is back on 
the move. The cornering habits of a turf 
horse will have to wait. In Barn D’s Stall 
17 stands I’ll Have Another. And history. 

About an hour later, the Derby win¬ 
ner did it again, uncoihng a 3-furlong 
move to catch front-running Bodemeister 
in the final yards and win the 137th 
Preakness Stakes-Gl by a neck for O’Neill, 
owner Reddam Racing and jockey Mario 
Gutierrez. Bred in Kentucky by New 
' Jersey resident Harvey Clarke, the son of

California-based horses as Creative Cause 
completed the trifecta, 9 lengths behind. 
Ill Have Another covered H/is miles in 
1:55.94 and paid $8.40. 

The moment was not lost on the trainer. 

Carrying his daughter, Kayhn Dixie, 
O’Neill floated in bedlam as the Ill Have 
Another bandwagon rollicked and rolled, 
first to the Pimlico infield for the second 
major win photo in two weeks and then to 
Belmont Park for a possible third in five 
weeks. 

“Pm just numb,” he said. “I could see 
him and I felt like he was coming, but you 
never want to expect that he’s going to 
be in front. I saw him coming. It seemed 
like the stretch never ends. Thank God. 
Usually you want it to end. Incredible.” 


The Twelve Days of Preakness 

Bucking recent tradition, O’Neill and 
owner J. Paul Reddam went to Pimlico 
early-shipping I’ll Have Another out of 
Churchill Downs with seven others two 
days after the Derby. Because of the extra 
horses, they set up in the corner of Barn 
D, one over from the traditional Preakness 
barn, and made it a home. 

rU Have Another ate, slept, drank, 
trained, walked at the Baltimore track and— 
despite his Cahfornia roots—became a local. 
Somehow Maryland’s quirky city racetrack 
fit with the Kentucky Derby winner and 
his people: the affable O’Neill; the trainer’s 
brother and bloodstock agent Dennis; for¬ 
mer philosophy professor Reddam; equine 
chiropractor Larry ‘‘Thumper” Jones (who 
perfected the art of wearing cowboy boots 
and shorts); assistant trainer Jack Sisterson 
(a college soccer player and walk-on foot¬ 
ball kicker at the University of Louisville); 
25-year-old kid jockey Gutierre 2 who won 
the Derby on his first trip to Churchill and 
the Preakness on his first trip to Pimhco. 
Adding even more character, the O’Neill 
barn included retired Grade 1 winner Lava 
Man (earner of more than $5 million) as 
the stable pony. 

Combined, they created the right mix 
of bu 22 , bravado, style, humility and gen¬ 
erosity. “Why not us?” echoed regularly 
around the camp as did “Sure, anything 
you want.” 

O’Neill and the team visited sick chil¬ 
dren at Johns Hopkins, went to the Boys 
and Girls Club of Baltimore, tossed out 


a first pitch at Camden Yards, went to the 
Ravens’ rookie camp, did radio, TV, print 
and web interviews, ran in the Preakness 
5K. Lava Man entertained stable tours 
and presided over the 5K as the unofficial 
grand marshal. 

“He came here and became part of 
the community. I don’t think you can put 
a monetary figure on what they meant to 
us,” said Maryland Jockey Club’s vice-pres¬ 
ident of communications Mike Gathagan. 
“We had aU four Baltimore TV stations 
going Hve when the horse got off the van 
and a steady flow of media coverage that 
we would not have normally had if the 
horse came in the Wednesday before the 
race.” 


Before the 2011 Preakness, Gathagan 
staged an infield media event with party 
mascot Kegasus a few days after the Derby. 
This year. I’ll Have Another made the 
news pretty much every night. O’Neill vol¬ 
unteered to run in the 5K (the team of five 
never did get an official time but finished 
together), offered Lava Man’s services and 
suggested the hospital visit. 

“Above and beyond,” Gathagan said 
of O’Neill and company. “I’ve never had 
that much access to a barn; they were very 
welcoming. They came in early, helped us 
tremendously and made it work.” 

All the while. I’ll Have Another recov¬ 
ered from his Derby efforts and, once he 
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got back to galloping nine days before the 
Preakness, trained hke Ryan Hall. 

The light-footed chestnut colt floated 
around Pimhco, jogging a half-mile and 
galloping about a mile while powering 
through final quarters in 26 seconds as the 
race drew closer. 

^‘He got over the track Hke a bunny rab¬ 
bit” announcer Dave Rodman said after 
watching one of the open gallops. 

When rival Tiger Walk breezed a bullet 
half-mile in 47.60 seconds six days out, he 
had to work to get past Pll Have Another 
who was just galloping in the four path. 
O’NeiU mosdy stuck to that schedule, 
skipping one day because of a sloppy 
track, training a Httle earher to beat the rain 


another morning. If O’NeiU felt pressure, 
he released it by ebulhence. 

By raceday, Pll Have Another was a 
big name in Baltimore, part of a field 
of 11 Hned up for the $1 miUion middle 
jewel of the Triple Crown. Second in the 
Derby, the speedy Bodemeister remrned, 
as did Kentucky starters Went the Day 
Well (fourth). Creative Cause (fifth). 
Daddy Nose Best (10th) and Optimizer 
(11 th). The new shooters were Sagamore 
Farm's Tiger Walk (fourth in the Wood 
Memorial-Gl), the Hghtly raced but Grade 
1-placed Teeth of the Dog from trainer 
Michael Matz, Canonero II Stakes winner 
Pretension from the Bowie barn of Chris 
Grove, New York shipper Zetterholm 


from Rick Dutrow and Cozzetti from 2011 
Preakness winner Dale Romans. 

A Long Walk 

As a biplane towing a Millstream Inn 
banner buzzed overhead, 37 people stood 
in and around PU Have Another's barn 
45 minutes to post time. Two grooms in 
black Team O'NeiH shirts worked on the 
Derby winner, who wore his Sure-Win 
rubber bridle (of Seattle Slew fame) and 
white Flair nasal strip. When it was time, 
he bounded out of the stall, looking flashy 
in a white-and-green fly sheet promoting 
Reddam's Cash Call loan business. 

‘All right, here we go,” O'Neill said as 
they left the barn. Reddam joined for the 
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Bodemeister (second from left) showed the way while Hi Have Another (far left) looked for room as the field of 11 thundered toward Pimlico’s first turn. 


trip and soaked in the scene as the horses 
passed the masses, who shouted encour¬ 
agement. Fans lined the ropes leading from 
the horsepath to the gap in mid-stretch, 
leaned on the fence just over the outside 
rail. As usual, the Derby winner drew the 
attention and the shouts. 

“Everything is either going to go way 
up or way down in about 30 minutes,’’ 
Reddam said while walking on the track. 

Along with Bodemeister and several 
others, O’NeiU opted to saddle indoors in 
Pimhco’s paddock-avoiding the electricity 
and heat of the turf course. The trainer 
wrung out a chamois cloth, paced a httle, 
rubbed I’ll Have Another’s face, and tacked 
a Preakness starter the way he would any 
other runner. With the saddle on and 
girth buckled. I’ll Have Another took a 
turn of the paddock and came back for a 
final tightening and the overgirth. O’Neill 
gave the saddle three sharp tugs backward, 
just to be sure, took off the halter, put on 
the pony strap and gave his horse a final 
dusting with a white rub rag—head, neck, 
flanks, hind quarters—leaving the towel on 
ril Have Another’s mane for an assistant 
to do the other side. O’Neill man-hugged 


six people in and around the stall and 
waited for the cue to leave. The horse 
never moved, never looked frazzled, never 
looked anything but smooth. 

Oldtimers say good horses always move 
forward, every movement, every action is 
straight ahead. At Pimlico, I’ll Have Another 
did everything like water down a staircase. 

Gutierrez arrived, serious, cold, ready. 
He had won two races from two rides 
(including a $5,000 claimer for trainer 
Charles “Snake” Frock) Thursday, skipped 
Friday and had ridden two races earlier on 
Preakness Day. 

Out on the turf course with the full 
field, the pomp, the circumstance, the 
noise, O’Neill put his arm around the 
young jockey and started talking. 

“Just ride your own race, don’t think 
about anybody else,” he said. “Any way you 
shce it, it’s a mile and three-sixteenths, it’s 
still a long race.” 

Jockey and trainer briefly got away from 
the hoopla and leaned on the outside rail, 
looking more like two guys trading stories 
than key pieces in sports history. 

“Obviously, the paddock, it seems like 
you’re in there for an eternity,” O’Neill said 


later. “I was just trying to distract Mario, 
which was pretty easy, because I think he 
was thinking other things too.” 

Big things. 

The Race 

O’Neill and most of his group head¬ 
ed upstairs to box seats reserved for 
Preakness connections. Assistant trainer 
Sisters on stayed on ground level and found 
a nervous spot on the paddock horsepath, 
eight deep, just past the finish hne. Pushed, 
cajoled, begged to move to a better spot, 
he pressed forward to look up the stretch 
toward the starting gate and across the 
track at a big screen. The crowd around 
him included grooms for most every start¬ 
er, some Pimlico staffers and others caught 
in the no-man’s land of credential-hood. 
Sisters on fist-bumped his Team O’Neill 
peers, said good luck to a few others and 
eyed the track. 

He saw a masterpiece. Bodemeister 
flew to the front as he did in the Derby, 
but Mike Smith rationed the speed back 
to :23.79 for the first quarter, :47.68 for 
the half, more than two seconds slower 
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than his first half in the Derby. Breaking 
from post nine, FU Have Another floated 
a little wide but beat Went the Day Well 
to the first turn and was fourth early 
behind Bodemeister, Creative Cause and 
Pretension. In the Derby PU Have Another 
sat 8 lengths off Bodemeister, this time he 
was always within 4 lengths of the leader. 
A length clear on the lead, Bodemeister 
went 6 furlongs in 1:11.72 and kicked up 
the advantage to 3 lengths after a mile in 
1:36.69. 

“Turning for home in the Derby, I 
thought I was going to win it, I really did. I 
knew the first half was a Httie quick but he 
did it so easy,'’ Smith said. “This time, yeah, 
I thought I put him away. Two great horses, 
two great horses." 

Behind him, Gutierre 2 loaded HI Have 
Another's big run as Sis ter son implored the 
racing gods for some stretch magic. 

“He hasn't asked him yet," he said out 
loud, to no one. “Come on Mario, come on 
Mario, come on, come on, come on . . ." 

At the top of the stretch. Smith nudged 
for the first time and Bodemeister respond¬ 
ed. Gutierre 2 stoked up I'll Have Another 
and forced a lead change that took a stride 
to finaLi 2 e. Smith gave a double knee pump 
nearing the eighth pole and finally waved 
his whip left-handed inside the eighth 
pole-Bodemeister kicked clear, just as 
he did in the Derby. PU Have Another 
responded, just as he did in the Derby. 
With long strides and right-handed flicks 
by Gutierre2, PU Have Another whittled 
into the margin, shaved it to 2 lengths, a 
length at the sixteenth pole, finaUy drew 
even in the last three strides and won by a 
neck. Sisterson exploded up and over the 
outside rail and ran on to the track. He ran 
in circles, ran in place, hugged people he 
just met, embraced Maryland Jockey Club 
executive Tom Chuckas and waited for his 
horse. 

“This horse is just a complete athlete," 
he said while standing on the turf course 
a few minutes later. “The way he trained 
up to the race, his energy was as if the 
Kentucky Derby took nothing out of him. 
You know it did, but he's been that good. 
Doug did a fantastic job of doing aU those 
gaUops and things, keeping him happy 
going into the race. Leading him over 
there, he was just taking everything in and 
walking down the track." 

Like everyone else, Sisterson wasn't sure 
until the end whether PU Have Another 
was a Preakness winner or not. 

The Preakness winner exited the 
infieid winner’s circie (top), where 
a raucous crowd reveied in the

‘‘I could see him coming, I could see 
Bodemeister keep going and almost get 
away from him,” he said. “At the eighth 
pole, I was saying ‘Come on Mario, come 
on horse' and hoping. It's just a fantastic 
feehng. He's a phenomenal horse.” 

Roots 

Harvey Clarke owes his involvement 
in Thoroughbred racing to his children's 
desire to take riding lessons. The kids rode 
and Clarke talked, met some people, got 
back on a horse himself for the first time 
in years, discussed racing, stepped in and 
bought part of a racehorse with some fam¬ 
ily members. 

The parmers soon tired of the venture, 
but Clarke has been at it ever since- 
early on as Rabbit's Foot Stable with Phila¬ 
delphia Park-based trainer Lynda Knee 
and now with homebreds, action at the 
sales and classy runners based with Kiaran 
McLaughlin. Chief J Strongbow won the 
Horatius Stakes at Laurel in 2000. Egg 
Head won a stakes at Delaware Park and 
finished second in the Riva Ridge-G2 (to 
Eclipse Award winner Lost in the Fog) at 
Belmont Park in 2005. Last year, Clarke 
and partners went to the Derby with Grade 
2 winner Soldat, who finished 11 th. 

“I've been in racing over 30 years and 
as a kid I used to ride, work in hack barns 
and at summer camps with horses, so I've 
always Hked horses,” said Clarke, 70. “I 
bought one horse with my brother and my 
brother-in-law; we thought it would be a 
little fun. They, being smarter than me, got 
out of it.” 

In 2004, the New Jersey resident spent 
$80,000 to buy a 2-year-old filly at the 
Ocala Breeders Sale. Named Arch's Gal 
Edith by Clarke, she won her only start 
and became a broodmare after injuring 
an ankle. Her first foal, a Thunder Gulch 
gelding named Those Wer the Days, has 
won five races for Clarke. Her second foal, 
a Soto gelding named When WiUy Win, has 
won six races, including three this year at 
Will Rogers Downs and Sam Houston. I'll 
Have Another is the dam's third foal and, 
like When Willy Win, was sold as a yearling 


by Clarke —for |11,000 at the Keeneland 
September Sale in 2010. 

Victor Davila, an exercise rider at 
Eisaman Equine in Florida, bought the 
chesmut as a pinhooking project and 
resold him as a 2-year-old for $35,000 at 
the Ocala Breeders' Sales Company's April 
sale. Encouraged by a quick workout and 
an athletic build, Dennis O'Neill made that 
purchase and unknowingly bought a star, 
though Clarke and advisor Steve Shahinian 
briefly considered buying back the horse 
they sold as a yearling. 

The breeder holds no “what if?” 
thoughts. 

“When the auctioneer said $12,000, 
nobody raised his hand so I've got to 
beheve he sold for what he was worth,” 
said Clarke. “That's the way it goes. I've 
sold lots of horses and the day after they 
sold I wished the people aU the best.” 

Clarke knows he's fortunate and went 
along for the ride this spring-on televi¬ 
sion for the Derby and in person for the 
Preakness. 

“It's a kind of crazy, wonderful thing,” 
he said. “You never expect it to happen 
when you get into this business. It's been a 
wonderful thriU.” 

Though his telephone buzzed with 
pitches, Clarke hung on to Arch's Gal 
Edith (as of late May anyway) and owns a 
2-year-old fiUy named Gloria S (by Tapit). 
The mare is in foal to Gio Ponti. 

“I've had a few offers for her and I keep 
saying that if I had any sense I'd seU her, 
but I'm not sure how much sense I have 
so we'U see,” he said. “I've got his half- 
brother, a 5-year-old, and he's won five. 
He's got the same kind of heart, so their 
mama does something right.” 

O'Neill's mama wasn't sure she had 
done anything right when her son went 
to the racetrack to work as a hotwalker 
for California-based trainer Jude Feld in 
1986. Fresh out of high school, O'NeiU 
loved racing, needed a summer job and 
was introduced to Feld after a friend had 
met Feld's brother. Bob, at a bar. Yeah, 
that's where dreams are made. When Feld 
told O'Neill that horses walk seven days a 
week, the future trainer balked because he 


didn't think his mother would approve the 
schedule. Whether mom ever approved 
or was simply overruled, O'Neill began 
his relationship with Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing, learning the trade with Feld and then 
with trainer Hector Pakna who trained 
for Dennis O'Neill. Four years after wor¬ 
rying about upsetting his mother and try¬ 
ing to learn which side of the shank to 
stand, O'Neill won the Fantasy Stakes-G2 
and was well on his way. He won the 
Hollywood Gold Cup-Gl in 2002 and a 
Breeders' Cup race from 2005-07. 

In 2004, Team O'Neill claimed Lava 
Man. The California gelding evenmally 
won seven Grade 1 stakes, earned more 
than $5 miUion and gained a spot in the 
barn, and heart, forever. I'U Have Another 
swept the Derby and Preakness, and he's 
still $2.5 miUion behind the stable pony. 

I'll Have Another won his debut last 
summer at Hollywood Park, finished sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 2 Best Pal at Del Mar, 
and cracked a shin when finishing sixth in 
the Hopeful Stakes-Gl at Saratoga. Given 
five months to recover and regroup, he 
won the Robert B. Lewis-G2 in February at 
43-1 and the Santa Anita Derby-Gl at 4-1 
to fast-track him to Churchill Downs. In 
the field of 20, I'll Have Another seemed 
to earn a spot in most people's second 
tier, just on the other side of the mercurial 
Bodemeister, the enigmatic Union Rags, 
the undefeated Gemologist and a few oth¬ 
ers with deeper resumes. When I'U Have 
Another drew the 19 spot, he sUpped a 
Uttle further in people's minds. When he 
won, it wasn't, “Man, how did that hap¬ 
pen?” but more, “Damn, I was afraid of 
him.” 

Gutierrez mrned the 19 hole into exact¬ 
ly that, the proverbial 19th hole after a 
round of golf, becoming the first horse 
to win the Derby from that outpost. The 
horse followed the jockey's cues and 
spun a cocoon going into the first turn, 
finding breathing room in seventh whUe 
Bodemeister went too fast in front and 
Union Rags and others ricocheted hke 
OrviUe Redenbacher had pulled the pUls 
instead of Ben Huffman at Wednesday's 
post position draw. 
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ril Have Another circled horses, wear¬ 
ing down Bodemeister and holding off 
DuUahan and Went the Day Well, the first 
leg secured. Team O’Neill had swelled 
to Swarm O’Neill as the swirling posse 
bounded onto the racetrack, O’Neill’s yel¬ 
low Santa Anita hat (tag still attached) 
bouncing the highest. 

It would be a fun two weeks. 

‘d hope we can keep it going, I hope 
he isn’t a one-hit wonder, a ^My Sharona’ 
or one of those. I hope I’U Have Another 
continues on, he sure is training like he’ll 
continue on,” O’NeiU said a week after 
the Derby. ^‘Everybody’s been so kind, so 
friendly. I’ve had an absolute blast with it. 
To think we have the Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner in our barn is hke Whoaaa.’ It gives me 
goose bumps just saying it. We have about 
eight guys here, to have aU of us share our 
experiences together has been awesome. 
It goes so fast, to relive it, it’s made every 
day a fun day reliving what happened last 
Saturday.” 

Balancing O’Neill’s extroversion was 
Gutierrez’s introversion. 

The native of Mexico had attracted 
the attention of Reddam and O’Neill this 
winter, winning a race while the owner and 
trainer were eating lunch at Santa Anita. 
Impressed and looking for a jump start, 
they decided to try Gutierrez, who was 
dabbhng in California after winning two 
riding titles around the bullring of Hastings 
Park in Vancouver, British Columbia. 

Gutierrez came out to O’Neill’s barn, 
breezed I’ll Have Another, pulled off a 
shocker in the Lewis and squeezed a nose 
decision over Creative Cause in the Santa 
Anita Derby. The Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakness ticked off like mile markers on 
1-95 and I’U Have Another aimed at the 
Triple Crown. 

“It’s been an amazing experience and 
I’m trying to enjoy it. I’m just a quiet 
guy, I hke to do my own stuff,” Gutierrez 
said. “This is racing, this is not a show. 
Everybody wants to win but it’s not a TV 
show, it’s a competition. I’m not trying to 
get used to it because this won’t last for¬ 
ever, the magnitude of the races is what 
attracts people, when these races are over, 
everybody will be gone. We beheve we 
have a good horse and whatever is meant 
to happen will happen.” 

And for the 12th time since Affirmed 
won the Triple Crown in 1978, the 
Preakness dehvered three more weeks of 
attention, three more weeks of revelry, 
three more weeks of wonder. w

watched skywriters compete with banner- 
tugging biplanes. 

II Villano, third choice in the 6-furlong 
Lang, all but napped-at peace among the 
chaos. The gray 3-year-old strolled calmly 
around the paddock, paid no attention 
to the flashes, stood stone still as trainer 
Susan Crowell tightened the girths. 

Then he went out and blitzed six others 
in the $100,000 Lang. Sitting just outside 
the pace set by favorite Innocent Man, II 
Villano and jockey Jose Flores kicked clear 
in the stretch to win by 4y4 lengths over 
Laurie's Rocket with Innocent Man third. 
Based at Parx Racing, II Villano covered 
the distance in 1:10.40 and won for the 
fourth time in seven lifetime starts for 
owner Chuck Russo. The son of Pollard's 


Vision may look calm, cool, easy, but he's 
anything but when it comes to his races. 

‘‘He's a very mellow horse and if you 
ever watch me gallop him in the mornings 
he's so lazy, laid back," said Crowell. “I 
have to chirp to him to gallop, but then he 
sprints in his races." 

II Villano won three in a row last year— 
a Parx maiden in October, the Lord Henri- 
bee Stakes at Aqueduct in November and 
the Southampton Stakes at Parx in Decem¬ 
ber. The Kentucky-bred started 2012 with 
a third behind Kentucky Derby starter 
Alpha in the Count Fleet Stakes going 1 
mile and 70 yards in January, then finished 
second at 7 furlongs in the Hutcheson 
Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park in February. 

Despite the stakes placings, 6 furlongs 
is his game—he's never lost at the distance. 
Russo and Crowell bought II Villano, who 
failed to sell at Fasig-Tipton Midiantic's 
2-year-old sale last year, through pinhooker 
Tony Bowling. The horse's name means 
The Villainous One in Italian and he's 
quickly proving a tough foe, with $230,300 
earned in his short career. 

Crowell trains a small string at Parx, 
doing time as groom, exercise rider, trainer, 
though her husband Sean (who's on the 
gate crew at Parx) was on the shank at 
Pimlico. The daughter of longtime trainer 
Charhe Harvatt used to pony horses at 
Parx and puts all that experience to work 
with II Villano and the two others in her 
stable. 

“I do everything—gallop them, rub 
them, everything," she said. “Winning a 
race like this on a day like today means the 
world to me, very exciting. Having a horse 
like this, I can't even put words together."

Lukas doubles up 
with Hamazing 
Destiny, Skyring 

B efore the Maryland Sprint Handicap, 
television cameras zeroed in on EUen 
Charles and Rodney Jenkins, owner 
and trainer of Bandbox. One race later, 
trainer Graham Motion got the star treat¬ 
ment as his Gold Megillah lined up for the 
James W Murphy Stakes. 

A few rows back, in each case, sat Hall 
of Fame trainer D. Wayne Lukas-who 
quietly, calmly, somewhat anonymously, 
won both stakes. 

In the former, Barry Butzow and West- 
rock Stables LLC's Hamazing Destiny 
tracked batding leaders Immortal Eyes and 
Diski Dance through a half-mile in :46.32, 
then pounced with a four-wide move that 
ended the race. Hamazing Destiny and 
Corey Nakatani opened 3 lengths in the 
stretch and won by V/i in 1:10.48 for 6 
furlongs. Bandbox rallied for second with 
Action Andy third in the $100,000 Grade 
3 stakes. Co-favored with the runner-up at 
just under 3-1, Hamazing Destiny enjoyed 
a perfect scenario up front. 

“He had a dream trip and Corey just 
sat there and I think he felt he had the 
best horse but that isn't always the case," 
said Lukas. “Sometimes they sit there, get 
a dream trip and the others kick on home 
away from you. I hked the way he rode him 
though, he gave him a chance to catch his 
breath and go on with it. He trained well 
this week here. You always worry if they'll 
have an affinity for a new racetrack, but I 
felt good about him." 

The son of Salt Lake and the Artax 
mare Ms Proud Destiny collected his 
fifth career win, and first since September 
2010, while boosting his career earnings to 
$705,375. 

The victory ended a 116-start grad¬ 
ed stakes drought for Lukas, whose last 
graded triumph came in the 2009 Hopeful 
Stakes-Gl at Saratoga (with Dublin). 

The Murphy isn't graded, but Lukas 
turned a stakes double as Skyring outran 
nine others in the 1-mile race for 3-year- 
olds on the turf. The $100,000 stakes 
lured a balanced group, including Illinois 
Derby-G3 winner Done Talking and stakes 


winners Adirondack King, Shkspeare 
Shahyah and Lemon Juice. Making his first 
start on turf. Skyring went off at nearly 9-1 
for owner/breeder Bluegrass HaU LLC. 

The son of English Channel ran like he 
was born for the grass, striking to the lead 
at the start and turning aside multiple chal¬ 
lenges. Hammers Terror briefly got to the 
front at the top of the stretch, but could 
not match the winner's late energy. Skyring 
scored by a neck in 1:35.64 with favorite 
Easy Crossing (also by English Channel) 
second, a nose in front of Mr. Handsome. 


Skyring broke his maiden at Oaklawn Park 
in March, struggled in the deeper waters of 
the Illinois Derby and (Grade 3) Lexington 
Stakes and won a first-level allowance on 
Derby Day at Churchill Downs. 

The turf at Pimlico came next, and 
Lukas confidently hinted at a good effort 
beforehand. 

“That horse has a big shot at about 
8-1," said the trainer, briefly interrupting 
an interview about Hamazing Destiny. “He 
ran a real gutsy race last time. He's a better 
horse than his form shows."

Lukas laughed at the prediction after¬ 
ward. 

‘d thought he might have a chance, he’d 
never been on the grass which was a gray 
area a little bit,” he said. ‘‘He tries so hard, 
he’s really a gutsy horse, even in the morn¬ 
ings. I had to quit working him in company 
because with him, there’s no such thing as 
a soft, easy work. He lays it down all the 
time. I had to go back to working him by 
himself.” 

Skyring won for the third time in eight 
starts and nearly doubled his career earn¬ 
ings with the $60,000 payday. Owner 
Brad Kelley made a splash earlier in May 
when he led a trust that purchased famed 
Calumet Farm in Lexington, Ky. Kelley co¬ 
owns Skyring’s sire English Channel and 
has a growing broodmare band.

Fletcher’s Hudson 
Steele strong in Dixie 

H udson Steele continued his perfect 
Pimlico spring season by winning the 
$300,000 Dixie S takes-G2 for owner 
Roger Weiss and trainer Todd Pletcher. 

Shipped south from his Belmont Park 
base to win the Henry S. Clark in April, 
the son of Johannesburg returned three 
weeks later to take the Preakness Day turf 
feature over Sagamore Farm’s Humble and 
Hungry and Stella Perdomo’s Forte Dei 
Marmi (GB). Javier Castellano guided the 
winner, who improved his career mark to 
6-for-lO, spread over three years. In the 
Dixie, Hudson Steele covered IVs miles in 
1:47.29 to win by 2y2 lengths after sitting 
just off the early pace of Straight Story. 

Pletcher was confident before the 
Clark, informing jockey Chris DeCarlo to 
ride with conviction, never mind the year 
layoff. Hudson Steele won easily. The jock¬ 
ey changed for the Dixe, but the instruc¬ 
tions-and result-were the same. 

“1 told Chris that the horse was training 
very well leading up to that race and to ride 
him with some confidence and ride him 
like a good horse and he responded off 
the layoff really well,” Pletcher said. “We 
were kind of concerned whether or not we 
would be able to come back in the Dixie 
off of three weeks rest, but he took that 
race so well and had a good trip over the 
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Jill and Bob Baffert’sAwesomemundo, with Mike Smith aboard, got up In the final strides to win the 
Allaire duPont Distaff Stakes-G3 over Love and Pride In her stakes debut as the 7-5 favorite. 


course which I think was helpful, he’s been 
on his game ” 

Like Tiger Woods, well, the old Tiger 
Woods, on the back nine at Augusta. Five 
lengths from being undefeated, Hudson 
Steele doesn’t run often but he makes 
them count. The 5-year-old gelding broke 
his maiden as a 2-year-old, won the Jersey 
Derby at 3, won an allowance and finished 
second in the Fort Marcy Stakes-G3 last 
year and is 2-for-2 this year. 

“He’s come back even stronger this 
year,” Fletcher said. “He really filled out 
and gained weight while he was away and 
he’s just come back a really good horse.” 

Fletcher entered Hudson Steele in the 
Elkwood Stakes at Monmouth on the 
same day, but decided to avoid Appleton 
Stakes-G3 winner Corporate Jungle in the 
$75,000 stakes in New Jersey (he won his 
third straight). 

After the race. Corporate Jungle’s train¬ 
er Chad Brown half-congratulated, half- 
jeered Fletcher. 

‘Wou made the right call,” Brown said. 
‘Wou won this and we went a mile in 1:32 
at Monmouth.” 

Fletcher was relieved. 

“Looking at the two races with Corpor¬ 
ate Jungle running at Monmouth, it actu¬ 
ally looked like maybe a tougher race over 
there for significantly less money,” Fletcher 
said. ^We decided to come back where he 
had just won. It worked.”

Zagora (Fr) rallies 
to capture Gallorette 

W hen Zagora (Fr) broke last in a 
field of seven in the Gallorette 
Handicap-G3, trainer Chad Brown 
cringed. The 5-year-old French import can 
strike with a powerful burst of speed late 
in her races-but only if she’s close enough 
to use it. A dawdling break does not help. 

“That concerned me,” said Brown. 
“But Javier [Castellano] chose to just stay 
patient, stay on the inside and it made all 
the difference.” 

Zagora broke last of seven, but was 
just 3 lengths off the lead after a half 
mile. From there, Castellano saved ground 
on the final turn, rallied inside leader 
Speak Easy Gal in the stretch and won by 
E/4 lengths as the even-money favorite in 
1:41.73. Laughing (Ire) finished third in the 
$150,000 stakes. 

Owned by Martin Schwartz, Zagora 
made her American debut in October 2010 
and joined Brown’s barn shortly thereafter. 


Last year, the daughter of Green Tune 
won Saratoga’s Grade 1 Diana Stakes and 
placed in three other graded races in five 
starts. Her 2012 includes Grade 3 wins in 
the Endeavour and Hillsborough Stakes, 
both at Tampa Bay Downs. She came to 
FimHco off a fifth in the Grade 1 Jenny 
Wdey at Keeneland. 

“In her last two races she didn’t break,” 
said Castellano. “She just walked out of the 
gate. I warmed her up and she felt amazing. 
She was sharp today but as soon as they 
opened the gates she didn’t get the jump. 
I’m glad this was a small field. She’s very 
tricky to ride, small filly, tiny. She’ll give you 
a good kick, but if you move to soon she’s 
going to give it to you then and she flattens 
out. If you wait too long, it’s going to be 
too late. She’s got a big kick, but it’s short. 
You have to be close, but not too close, and 
back but not too far back.” 

The balancing act often works for 
Castellano, who has been aboard for aU 
four of Zagora’s American wins. She 
improved to 8-for-18 in her life and has 
earned $958,589.

Awesomemundo flies 
home to win duPont 

B ob Baffert walked onto the dirt track 
after the Allaire duFont Distaff 
Stakes-G3 and crafted one simple 
question. 

“Is she like Zenyatta?” the trainer asked 
Mike Smith, rider of the once-defeated 
megastar Zenyatta. 


Smith flashed his Zenyatta smile and 
gave three-time defeated Awesomemundo 
a pat after the daughter of Awesome Again 
won her first stakes. 

Rallying from sixth in the field of eight, 
she wore down Love and Fride to win by a 
head. The first two finishers bumped late, 
prompting jockey John Velazquez aboard 
the runner-up to claim foul. The stewards 
let it stand, handing Baffert’s wife, JiU, her 
newest stakes win. Maryland-bred Catch a 
Thief finished third. 

Squeezed early, 7-5 favorite Awesome¬ 
mundo settled before rallying four wide 
to win her fourth race in 1:44.70 for IMs 
miles. 

Furchased for $50,000 at the Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale, the Kentucky- 
bred lost her first two career starts at 
Hollywood Fark in 2011 before winning 
her next two starts. 

Baffert put away the dark bay fiUy after 
she finished third against allowance foes at 
Del Mar in August. 

Returning with flourish, Awesome¬ 
mundo drew off to win an allowance 
race at Santa Anita by IV 2 lengths in her 
4-year-old debut. The duFont made it two 
in a row. 

Smith, aboard for the first time, has 
taken advantage of the opportunity Baffert 
has provided, picking up the ride on 
Kenetucky Derby and Freakness runner- 
up Bodemeister among other classy run¬ 
ners 

“I’m excited about this opportunity and 
hope to make the most of it,” said Smith, 
like Baffert a member of racing’s Hall of 
Fame. “To come here and ride these kind 
of horses, oh man. I’m blessed.”

^Alternation gets hack on road, adds historic stakes

L ast summer, trainer Donnie Von 
Hemel ventured to Saratoga with 
a couple of talented 3-year-olds. It 
was a big move for the midwestern stalwart 
who rarely makes a foray to the historic 
track in upstate New York. 

Caleb’s Posse emerged winning the 
Grade 2 Amsterdam and Grade 1 King’s 
Bishop Stakes, the latter over the once- 
invincible Uncle Mo. As for the other 
sophomore in Von Kernel’s barn, well, 
Saratoga proved more daunting. Pin Oak 
Stud’s homebred Alternation finished 
fourth in the Grade 2 Jim Dandy, skipped 
the Grade 1 Travers and finished his sea¬ 
son with losses in the Super Derby-G2 and 
Oklahoma Derby. 

Von Hemel regrouped and set out for 
Oaklawn Park for the winter. Off for 
nearly four months. Alternation returned 
with flare, sweeping the Essex, Grade 3 
Ra 2 orback and Grade 2 Oaklawn Handicaps. 
Back on the road. 

May 18, the day before the Preakness, 
Von Hemel stood outside Alternation’s 
stall in the Pimlico stakes barn, hours 
before the remrn of the historic Pimlico 
Special (this year a Grade 3), and talk¬ 
ed about the journey from Saratoga to 
Pimhco, by way of Oaklawn. 

‘We were a htde disappointed with 
some of his races in his 3-year-old season,” 
Von Hemel said. “But he’s put it together 
this year as a 4-year-old, he’s on a roll now.” 

That roll continued with a stoic effort 
in the $300,000 stakes. Ridden by Luis 
Quinone 2 , who hooked back up with the 
son of Distorted Humor last fall (he’s now 
7-for-9 on him). Alternation stalked the 
pace set by Endorsement and Yawanna 
Twist before putting in a long, steady rally 
that finally reeled in Endorsement and held 
off Nehro, who closed from eighth, by a 
nose. Endorsement wound up third in the 


field of nine. Favorite Mission Impazible 
finished fourth. 

Getting the P/ie miles in 1:57.60, the 
4.10-1 second choice wasn’t flamboyant 
but he was certainly resolute, increasing 
his career earnings to more than $900,000. 

The dark bay colt is a fifth-generation 
(or more) Pin Oak homebred. His dam 
Alternate, a daughter of Seattle Slew, is a 
half-sister to Pin Oak stallion, Canadian 
Horse of the Year and $1.5 million earner 
Peaks and Valleys. With trainer Graham 
Motion, Alternate won six races, including 
three stakes at Delaware Park, and amassed 
$550,695 until she retired after the 2004 
season at age 5. As a broodmare, she’s pro¬ 
duced four winners, with a Giant’s Cause¬ 
way 2-year-old, a Broken Vow yearling and 
a 2012 Candy Ride (Arg) filly in the pipe¬ 
line. Alternate is in foal to Distorted Humor. 

The Pimlico Special win meant plenty 
around the Kentucky farm. 

“It’s a Pin Oak family,” said general 
manager Clifford Barry. “We’ve got 30 to 
40 mares on the farm and no doubt 15 or 
so are from that family. For us and for Mrs. 
(Josephine) Abercrombie, it’s really spe¬ 
cial. She cares so much about her horses 
and this sport. It’s a very prestigious race, 
a great race to win, a huge thing for us. 
People were hovered around TV sets all 
over the farm.” 

Last year. Alternation promised big 
things, winning three of his first four 
starts before finishing fifth in the Arkansas 
Derby-Gl. 

Von Hemel, Abercrombie and Barry 
opted to skip the Triple Crown races 
and Alternation rewarded their approach, 
quickly taking the Peter Pan Stakes-G2. 
Saratoga looked logical and doable, but 
Alternation showed he wasn’t quite pol¬ 
ished enough for the Hkes of Stay Thirsty 
in the Jim Dandy. The Travers lures 


most summer 3-year-olds but, again. Von 
Hemel and the team stayed conservative. 
Physically, he wasn’t quite there. Mentally, 
perhaps not either. 

“That’s why when we had a few forks 
in the road we chose a little bit more 
conservative approach with him because 
we thought his 4-year-old season would 
be better,” Von Hemel said. “He was just 
that kind of horse, a big colt, he did things 
well, but you could just see with time and 
maturity he was going to be a better horse.” 

Yes, the boy has become a man. Alter¬ 
nation swaggered around the Pimlico pad- 
dock, all physical parts finally congruent 
and the mental parts in accord. Deep girth, 
long hip, sloping shoulder, artist’s eye. . . 
he had rival trainers thinking about turning 
around and going home. Yeah, that’s how 
good he looked. 

“Horses and trainers both need confi¬ 
dence to win races, it helped both of us 
out,” Von Hemel said of the win streak. 
“This was always in the back of our minds 
at Oaklawn, if he ran well in the Oaklawn 
Handicap, and he did, it would be a race 
that would fit in with the Foster later in the 
summer.” 

Alternation seemed to labor over the 
track but managed to grind it out, nail¬ 
ing the right note between a tiring but 
valiant Endorsement and a gaining but 
unlucky Nehro (who now owns seconds 
in the Louisiana Derby-G2, Arkansas 
Derby-Gl, Kentucky Derby-Gl and Pim¬ 
lico Special-G3). Alternation won for the 
eighth time in 13 starts. 

This part of the road trip complete. 
Alternation traveled back to Arhngton 
Park for training while Von Hemel plotted 
the next stop on the tour which could con¬ 
tinue in the Stephen Foster-Gl at Churchill 
Downs this summer and perhaps another 
jaunt to Saratoga. 
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‘When you get to stay home, it is easier, 
but thabs why we decided to come a week 
out, so we could do more schoohng and 
get the horse to feel more comfortable 
here,” Von Kernel said. “A horse like him, 
you'll have to travel some, if you're not on 
the East Coast or West Coast, which we're 


not. Hopefully we can continue to travel 
with him. He's what we're all looking for, 
good horses that can run in these kinds of 
races, it's reaUy rewarding for your clients 
and in the end that's what you're trying to 
do, get your clients to places they want to 
get to.” 


At the end of the day. Von Kernel 
and Alternation were exactly where they 
wanted to be. Alternation grazing behind 
the white fence outside the stakes barn and 
Von Kernel standing guard, watching and 
plotting the next move. ^

Fletcher filly In Lingerie puts wraps on Grade 2

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W hit Beckman held the end of his 
tie and shook his head. 

‘‘I guess ids a collector’s item 
now,” Todd Fletcher’s assistant said, as 
Black-Eyed Susan Day faded into Preak- 
ness Eve. 

Blood stained, the gold tie was ruined. 
In Lingerie had done the damage. 
Beckman wasn’t holding a grudge. 
Owned by Echpse Thoroughbred Part¬ 
ners and Gary Barber, the 3-year-old fiUy 
stumbled at the start, regrouped and raUied 
for a comfortable 114-length victory in the 
Grade 2 stakes, highhght of a classy May 
18 card at Pimlico. The scene was comfort¬ 
able from a distance, not pretty up close. 
The daughter of Empire Maker returned 
with a fountain of blood pulsating from 
her right front pastern. Beckman, Fletcher 
and a gaggle of impromptu first-aid vol¬ 
unteers wrapped her pastern and hoof in 
the mrf-course winner’s circle and the bay 
filly was escorted quickly toward the barn, 
bandage soaked with blood before she hit 
the dirt track. 

Beckman (a veterinarian’s son) and 
Fletcher (a trainer’s son) had seen worse. 

^‘She’s fine. Looked a lot worse than it 
really was. She hit her pastern, right on her 
pastern and severed a blood vessel. It bled 
Hke crazy but the actual cut was very tiny. 


We got her back to the barn and were able 
to address it,” Fletcher said. “It was one of 
those things that it looked awful. I watched 
the head-on [Saturday] and it was hard to 
tell if she did it to herself or if when she 
broke and kind of stumbled she veered out 
a little bit and maybe the horse outside of 
her stepped on her.” 

Either way. In Lingerie left Pimlico 
with a pressure bandage and a major stakes 
score, improving her career record to three 
wins from four starts. Purchased by Barber 
and Eclipse after breaking her maiden for 
Stephen and Warren Lyster at Turfway 
Park in January, In Lingerie moved to 
Fletcher’s barn and suffered her only 
career defeat when finishing second to Zo 
Impressive at Gulfstream Park. Remrned 
to Turfway, she crushed seven rivals in 
the Grade 3 Bourbonette Oaks in March. 
Bred in Kentucky by Colts Neck Stables 
LLC, In Lingerie failed to sell at Keeneland 
September as a yearhng, but has changed 
hands twice since-to the Lysters and 
then Echpse/Barber. Echpse is a relatively 
new racing parmership formed by Aron 
Wellman, who oversaw LGL Racing and 
spent three-plus years with Team Valor. 

Pointed for the Black-Eyed Susan, In 
Lingerie still had one question to answer, 
could she rephcate her synthetic form on 


the dirt? She answered that loud and clear, 
overcoming the stumble, the cut and the 
overland route in the $300,000 stakes. 

“She ran big, nice fiUy. The question 
mark was is she going to be as good on the 
dirt as she’s been on the synthetic and she 
trained hke she was. Until you win a race 
hke that you don’t know. We were happy 
to see it,” Fletcher said. “She’s a very good 
training fiUy, she has a sohd gallop. We 
had to do a httle extra gate work with her 
because she’s by Empire Maker out of a 
Storm Cat mare and can get a httle hot 
sometimes. Overall, she’s been a real plea¬ 
sure. Real good around the barn, she just 
goes with a pony every day just to keep her 
channeled in the right direction.” 

Under John Velazquez, In Lingerie pro¬ 
vided Fletcher with his third victory in 
Pimhco’s traditional Friday feature. 

“The Black-Eyed Susan is a very pres¬ 
tigious race for filhes, a historic race,” 
Fletcher said. ‘We’ve been fortunate to 
win it three times now and they’ve all gone 
on and been real high-quahty Grade 1 -win¬ 
ning fillies with time.” 

In Lingerie could foUow Panty Raid 
(2007) and Spun Sugar (2005) on the 
Black-Eyed Susan springboard. 

As for Beckman’s tie, he’s not worried. 

“I could sell it on eBay,” he said. ^

T he Friday before Preakness has 
grown to become many things- 
Black-Eyed Susan Day, The 
People’s Pink Party, Lady Legends Day, 
Ladies Day—and it all adds up to success. 

Maryland Jockey Club president Tom 
Chuckas was nearly giddy as handle for 
the 13-race program on a sunny spring 
afternoon shot to $13,786,798, a rise of 28 
percent over 2011. 

Amidst a crowd of 32,473 awash in 
pink, Chuckas responded: ‘What a fantas¬ 
tic way to start the weekend by being up 
over $3 million in wagering. Bringing back 
the Pimlico Special added to excitement of 
the day . . . This was just a fabulous card 


with large, competitive fields. We always 
thought our partnership with Susan G. 
Komen was a winner, and days hke this 
prove that it is working.” 

The parmership between Pimhco Race 
Course and the Maryland affihate of Susan 
G. Komen for the Cure started in 2010 to 
raise funds and aid awareness and research 
for breast cancer. Pink is the color of the 
day, as thousands turn out to support can¬ 
cer survivors with Pimhco as the backdrop. 
The People’s Pink Party invited 88 breast 
cancer survivors, and they were honored 
in festivities throughout the day. Baltimore 
Mayor Stephanie Rawhngs-Blake wel¬ 
comed the guests, including Kathleen 


Kelly, Ms. Preakness Pink Warrior, in the 
winners’ circle. 

Maryland resident Jennifer Rowland 
Small won the Lady Legends for the Cure 
III race for retired women jockeys (see 
story on page 36). 

Rosie Napravnik, who won the first 
race of her career for trainer Dickie Small 
on June 9, 2005, at Pimhco (described at 
the time by Small as “an absolute natural... 
She has phenomenal balance—I think she 
could stay on a hummingbird”), returned 
to where it ah started, stiU basking in the 
glow of a win in the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 

Napravnik made off with the second 
edition of the Female Jockey Challenge, 
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four races featuring seven riders. She 
won two of the four Challenge races 
and claimed the $10,000 top pri 2 e over 
Tammy Piermarini, Rosemary Homeister 
and Maryland-based Forest Boyce. 

Blowing kisses in Miss Preakness 

On a card deep with talent, one filly 
stood out. Undefeated Agave Kiss took to 
the track for the $100,000 Miss Preakness 
Stakes for 3-year-old filhes, as the 3-5 
favorite, shortest price of the day. The 
New York-bred, shipped in by trainer 
Rudy Rodrigue 2 , was looking to extend her 
win streak to six, and she easily succeeded, 
leading at every call and galloping home 
by SVi lengths under Ramon Domingue 2 . 

The chestnut daughter of Lion Heart 
is yet one more tribute to the breeding 
empire of the late Carl Li 22 a. In the name 
of Flying Zee Stable, Li 22 a was one of 


New York’s leading owners for nearly four 
decades and began breeding in earnest in 
the late 1980s. Li 22 a, who bred Agave Kiss 
under the Nustar Breeding LLC banner, 
never had the chance to see his rising star 
make a start. Li22a died last July, at 73, at 
his home in Rockaway, N.J. 

Campaigned by Li 22 a’s widow, Viane, in 
the name of Flying Zee Racing Stables LLC, 
Agave Kiss made her debut in October- 
four days before the start of Flying Zee’s 
dispersal. She won her second start four 
days before her dam Salty Romance-since 
named the 2011 New York Broodmare of 
the Year-sold for $260,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December mixed sale, 
a record for a broodmare sold at public 
auction in Maryland. 

This year. Agave Kiss roared home 
three times prior to her Pimlico trip, taking 
the Ruthless and Grade 3 Cicada Stakes at

Aqueduct and the Trevose at Parx Racing. 
A 6-furlong specialist who has never been 
headed at any call, the fiUy has won by 
an average of 5 lengths. Among those 
she trounced in the Miss Preakness was 
Sagamore Farm’s graded stakes winner 
Millionreasonswhy, who overcame a poor 
start to be second. Agave Kiss completed 6 
furlongs over a fast track in 1:10.40. 

Happy times with Bold Affair 

Bold Affair gave Marylanders plenty to 
celebrate as the hometown darling got up 
in time to take the first stakes of the day, 
the $100,000 Skipat for filhes and mares. 

With Abel Castellano Jr. aboard, the 
big chestnut worked a bit to stay in touch 
early, off quick opening fractions, and was 
fourth of five down the backstretch. As 
track announcer Dave Rodman called out 
Bold Affair’s “looping, swooping move to 
the top of the lane at the quarter pole,” the 
daughter of Two Punch took aim at the 
leaders, wore them down in deep stretch 
and pulled away to win by IVa lengths 
over Team Valor’s Vahant Passion and 
Gainesway Stable’s AfleetLass. Bold Affair 
ran the 6 furlongs in 1:11.71 and returned 
$4.40 as the second choice. 

The Maryland-bred champion 3-year- 
old fiUy of 2011 campaigns for her breed¬ 
ers Chip Reed and Mike ZaneUa. ZeneUa’s 
first foray into racehorse ownership was 
with Reed, when they acquired a yearling 
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filly out of the Raja Baba mare Bunka 
Bunka for $7,000. Hunka Hunka Lori Z 
(playfully using the name of Zanella’s wife, 
Lori) became a stakes winner of $266,533 
and was kept by the parmers as a brood¬ 
mare. Hunka Hunka Lori Z’s first two foals 
are winners; her third is Bold Affair. 

The Skipat was the third stakes win 
in a row for Bold Affair, after winning 
the Conniver at Laurel in March and the 
Prim one tta at Pimlico in April. ZaneUa has 
throughly enjoyed every start: ‘Hhe filly is 
phenomenal. . . IPs fantastic to win a race 
on Preakness weekend. IPs a game of luck, 
and we happen to be the lucky ones.” 

Sensible Lady proves right 
choice in The Very One 

Facing 10 mostly older and more expe¬ 
rienced rivals, 3-year-old filly Sensible Lady 
became a stakes winner with an upset in 
the $100,000 The Very One Stakes for 
trainer Tim Sal 2 man. 

The Laurel Park-based trainer had sent 
out the Street Sense fiUy in a 5-furlong 
mrf allowance against older runners on 
Pimhco’s opening weekend. The victory 
over the course was not enough to sway 
bettors, and she went off at 24-1, then 
shocked all but Salzman as she drew off to 
win by 2 lengths in a smart 56.13 seconds 
for 5 furlongs over the firm turf New York 
stakes winner Ja 22 y Idea rallied to finish 
second over favorite Inspired, who set the 
early pace and gave way in midstretch. 

Owned by Three Lyons Racing, who 
purchased her for $9,500 at Ocala’s April 
2-year-olds in training sale. Sensible Lady 
got her fourth win from eight starts to push 
her bankroll to $117,730. She launched her 
career at Timonium last August, finishing 


third, and won twice at Charles Town in 
the fall. Three prior outings in stakes com¬ 
pany proved unsuccessful—the closest she 
came were fifths in Laurel’s SeUma last fall 
and Parx Racing’s Trevose in April. 

Sensible Lady teamed with Xavier Pere 2 
in her three most recent starts, resulting 
in two wins. The May score will always be 
remembered by the jockey: ^‘This is my 
first year in Maryland and my first stakes 
win. It’s ama 2 ing.” 

Patriot rules in Jim McKay 

Trainer George Weaver calls 5 furlongs 
on the turf ‘Tun and gun” and his horse 
Fiddlers Patriot was one of 10 shooters 
in the $100,000 Jim McKay Turf Sprint, 
one of a handful of races on the card not 
restricted to distaffers. 

Last year’s Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year and the race’s defending champion 
Ben’s Cat returned, and went off as the 
lukewarm 2.30-1 favorite in a wide-open 
race. But the champion never factored 
and barely managed to get up for fifth. 
Last year’s Preakness-winning trainer Dale 
Romans shipped in second choice Zeb, 
who also was never a factor, and wound 
up eighth. 

It came down to the third choice, James 
Olson and R.A. HiU Stable’s Fiddlers 
Patriot, to get the job done. Doggedly pur¬ 
suing jujitsu Jax through an opening quar¬ 
ter in :22.58 and a half in :44.92, Fiddlers 
Patriot, with John Vela 2 que 2 up, spurted 
away to stop the clock in :56.12 and win 
by 214 lengths over Super Chunky, with Ju 
Jitsu Jax holding third. 

Making his first start since October, 
Fiddlers Patriot had never run a distance so 
short. The 6-year-old son of Proud Citi 2 en 


won his first stakes and pushed his career 
earnings to $278,446 on six wins from 13 
starts. 

“I know he has good early speed, but 
I was a little bit reluctant to run five- 
eighths,” said Weaver. “Now we have a lot 
more options.” 

Coup takes Hilltop in finale 

It took three tries for George Straw- 
bridge’s homebred filly Coup to get to the 
winner’s circle. In start number four, she 
became a stakes winner. 

The Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Empire Maker was sent out by trainer 
Graham Motion for the $100,000 Hilltop 
Stakes for 3-year-old filhes, the day’s final 
race, and she went off the 3-2 favorite in 
a field of seven. Vela 2 que 2 , aboard for the 
first time, recorded his third stakes win of 
the day by allowing the bay fiUy to stalk 
the early pace before sending her home 
in the F/i6-mile turf test. She won easily 
by a length over Seanchai, who held on to 
second after dueling on the lead. 

Coup made her debut at Keeneland last 
October, missed by a neck, then was dis¬ 
qualified from second to 10th for drifting 
into the path of another runner. Sporting 
blinkers for her next start, in December, 
she finished second at Gulfstream Park on 
the turf after leading into the stretch. In 
late January, also at Gulfstream, she got her 
first win over a sloppy track. 

“She doesn’t want to get to the lead too 
early because she gets to looking around, 
like she did in Florida,” said Motion. 

On a Black-Eyed Susan, Pink Party, 
Ladies Day, with plenty to see. Coup 
remained focused to the finish. ^ 
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Big Deal

Try Jennifer Small, 59-year-old mother 
of two, artist, financial planner, once- 
a-year jockey and winner of the Lady 
Legends for the Cure III on Black-Eyed 
Susan Day, May 18, at Pimlico. 

Small coddled Class Rules through a 
quarter in :23.79 and a half in :47.1L 
Trained by Vernon Alhnson, the 6-year-old 
son of Peace Rules did the rest, gliding 
to a comfortable score over seven others 
ridden by retired women jockeys. Small sat 
stiU as swamp air, just as she had rehearsed, 
and registered the feel-good story of the 
weekend. 

Staged by Pimlico management and the 
Susan G. Komen for the Cure, the $45,000 
race has become a standard on Black- 
Eyed Susan Day. This year, Pimlico made 
a donation for $21,496 to the Komen 
Maryland affiliate. The race annually lures 
a collection of pioneers, women who rode 
races before Rosie Napravnik, Chantal 
Sutherland, JuHe Krone and others became 
fixtures in programs around the country. 


This year's field included Small (who rode 
races as Jennifer Rowland in the 1970s), 
Mary Russ Tortora, Mary Wiley Wagner, Jill 
JeUison, Patty (P.J.) Cooksey, Zoe Cadman, 
Cheryl White and Barbara Jo Rubin. 

Small leapt at the chance to be 
involved when Maryland racing secretary 
Georganne Hale called her three years ago 
about the concept. 

Small cleared it with her two children, 
Alastair and Jacqueline, and began to awak¬ 
en old reflexes, reignite old fires. Small stays 
fit (working out and owning a small farm in 
Upperco) and began riding out for friends 
Holly Robinson and Ann Merryman. Two 
years ago, they put her on eight horses, 
including one to work five-eighths, on her 
first morning at the track. 

“I guess the biggest reason we all hde is 
if we can give somebody facing the chal¬ 
lenge of any type of cancer, some hope, 
that's why we do it," Small said. “I've always 
loved riding, it wasn't tough. I love horses. 
It feels the same. I rode a lot at Pimlico, 
it's my home track, I stiU love doing it, my 
body doesn't feel that different. I'm very 


fortunate, my mind doesn't 
feel any different, like an 18- 
or 19-year-old." 

Small grew up riding 
in Pony Club, did 4-H and 
learned to gallop horses at 
Sagamore Farm in the sum¬ 
mer after high school. She gal¬ 
loped horses in the morning 
to help pay her way through 
school at Maryland Institute 
College of Creative Art. 

A jockey? This was the 
1960s. 

“I was a real horse nut 
and riding races was one of 
those things I dreamed about 
but of course it wasn't real¬ 
ity because woman were not 
allowed to hde races," Small 
said. 

That changed when Kathy 
Kusner won a court case to 
allow women to ride in 1969. 
Kusner got hurt and Rubin 
became the first woman to 
hde at a pari-mutuel racetrack. Small fol¬ 
lowed those ground-breaking footsteps, 
initially riding at Charles Town, Timonium 
and Marlborough and eventually Pimlico 
and wherever she could on the Mid- 
Adantic circuit. 

“I just loved it," Small said. “I don't 
know if it's a God-given talent or a gift but 
horses seem to hke me, and it delights me, 
that's all. I've always loved riding, I loved 
hding races, there's just some rhythm and 
balance to it." 

She won 192 races from 1971 to 1977. 
She retired, got marhed, raised two kids, 
trained steeplechase horses, rode a few 
amateur races, became a financial planner, 
continued dabbling with her art, continued 
to go to night school (she calls herself a 
lifetime learner) and won her 193rd race on 
Black-Eyed Susan Day. 

“I've been so fortunate in my hfe," 
Small said. “I've been blessed, two great 
kids, a lovely family, I see my sister all the 
time, my mom is stiU cracking the whip, 
my brother, great friends, I get to torment 
HoUy. I've been so fortunate." ^

many of these horses winning 
^^the big races-including Derby/

Another-were 2-year-old sales horses,” 
said Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales director 


Paget Bennett. ‘‘It gets everybody think¬ 
ing.” 

Going into this year’s Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic 2-year-olds in training sale, held May 
21-22 at the sales pavihon in Timonium, 


there was a buzz of optimism. The market 
was gaining strength. . . consignors were 
excited about the horses they were bring¬ 
ing. . . Add in a good breeze show, good 
weather the week leading up to sale, and 
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the annual intangible, the impact of the 
Preakness Stakes, held two days earlier less 
than 20 minutes away, and the May sale 
gave many something to think about. 

It aU hved up to its pre-sale bu 22 . 
Coming in off an upswing in 2011, the 
2012 numbers went higher. While no 
records were broken, major gains were 
made. Gross receipts ($16,721,000 from 
312 horses sold) grew 3.1 percent over 
2011 ($16,211,100 from 343 sold). With 
9 percent fewer horses selling compared 
to a year ago, average rose 13.4 percent, 
to $53,593, The median of $28,000 was a 
gain of 12 percent from last year's median 
of $25,000. 

While the buyback rate rose to 24.6 per¬ 
cent (it was 18.1 percent in 2011), it didn't 
concern Bennett: ‘‘There really wasn't that 
big a difference in the buyback rate. Some 
people just had a set number in mind, and 
it didn't happen." 

Fifty horses sold for six figures, the 
third-highest mark in the sale's history (the 
total was five more than 2011 and only the 
boom years of 2006 and 2007 had more), 

“It proves that you can bring a good 
horse to Maryland and get it sold and do 


well," said Bennett. “The later date of the 
sale helps these horses-a lot had been cat¬ 
alogued to an earlier sale, but for whatever 
reason, they didn't get done, so they come 
to Maryland and it all works." 

Two of those were the top two prices 
of the sale. The first hour yielded the 
high-water mark, a Scat Daddy colt sold 
by Kings Equine for $575,000 to Ernie 
Moody's Mercedes Stables. Bloodstock 
agent Donato Lanni signed the ticket for 
the first foal out of the Congaree mare 
Magical Mist, a half-sister to Grade 1 
winner J P's Gusto. The chestnut colt 
has joined the barn of Bob Baffert, who 
trained Congaree. 

Raul Reyes' Kings Equine was the top 
consignor by gross, with 10 selling for a 
total of $1,544 million. Kings Equine's 
second-highest price was a daughter of 
Distorted Humor out of Grade 1 winner 
Dream of Summer (by Siberian Summer). 
The half-sister to 2012 Preakness Stakes-Gl 
third-place finisher Creative Cause sold for 
$310,000 to Steven Young. 

Hartiey/De Ren 2 o Thoroughbreds, 
agent, was the leading consignor by sales 
average, reaching $233,333 with six horses. 



Raul Reyes' Kings Equine sold the saies-topper, 
and led ail consignors with 10 sold for more than 
$1.5 million. Five of those sold brought six figures. 


The consignment's three top prices sold 
during the stronger session on day two, 
led by a TEnow colt out of stakes winner 
Horns Gray, by Pass the Tab.

Sales Talk 

Raul Reyes’ Kings Equine, the 
leading consignor by gross, sold the 
sales topper early on the first day, 
a $575,000 son of Scat Daddy from 
the family of champion Proud Spell 
and Grade 1 winners J P’s Gusto 
and Imaginary Lady, for breeder 
Cloverleaf Farms IL The chestnut colt 
was one of 11 offered-10 were sold, 
five for six figures. Kings Equine’s 
average was $154,400. 

We had the (sales topper) entered in 
the Fasig-Tipton Pakn Meadows sale (in 
March), but he wasn’t quite developed 
like we wanted him for that sale, so we 
decided by taking him to Maryland, we’d 
give him more time to develop and be a 
stronger horse. 

I broke him after last September’s sale 
(he was entered, but didn’t go through the 
hng, at the Keeneland yearhng sale). He 
was always serious about his training, had 
a very good appearance, and looked like a 
horse who would stand his ground. 

The Timonium sale will always have 
one or two horses who sell reaUy well—if 
you have the right horse, there’s no doubt 
they’U give you the right money. 

The filly we sold for $310,000 (a 
daughter of Distorted Humor, the 
second-highest priced filly in the sale) was 
an April filly, and she had a half-brother 
(Creative Cause, one of the top juveniles 
of 2011) who was doing really well and on 
the Derby trad, so we thought giving her 
a little more time to develop and at the 
same time give her brother a chance go 
through the Derby or Preakness, it would 


help the fiUy. Her brother ran third in 
the Preakness, and fifth in the Derby-it 
helped make her pedigree look more 
attractive. 

Hartley/De Renzo Thoroughbreds 
of Ocala, Fla., sent eight through the 
ring and sold six, including three of 
the top five prices on the second day. 
Leading the second day was a $470,000 
colt by Tiznow purchased by Zayat 
Stables and Mike Moreno. Hartley/ 

De Renzo was the sale’s leading 
consignor by average ($233,333) and 
second-leading by gross ($1,400,000). 
Randy Hartley noted the Tiznow colt 
was special from the start, as he told 
the Thoroughbred Times. 

He’s a super nice colt, and they got 
a great buy. He missed three months 
because he cut his leg (the colt had been 
catalogued to two previous juvenile sales). 
He’s just one of those horses that gives 
you chiU bumps when you watch him 
go. I thought he was the best yearling 
we bought. When you get a Tiznow that 
looks like that, it’s pretty special. 

It was a good sale. We brought really 
good horses here. Some of these horses 
just needed a little time, and we were glad 
to have a place to come that you can bring 
this kind of horse and stiU have people 
beheving that you’ve got a quality horse 
here in May to sell. 

Seven 2-year-olds were purchased in 
the name of Seth Klarman’s Klaravich 
Stables for a total of $800,000. 

Klaravich Stables made headlines in 
Maryland in 2003 as the buyer of the 
$320,000 May sales topper. Read the 
Footnotes, who went on to win three 
graded stakes (and five of eight starts) 
and earn $450,660 with trainer Rick 


Violette. The two most expensive 
juveniles bought this May by 
Klaravich Stables (and partner William 
Lawrence) are colts by Unbridled’s 
Song ($180,000) and Distorted Humor 
($175,000). 

Terri Pompey, who trained 
Klaravich’s 2011 Grade 1 winner 
Currency Swap, selected the Distorted 
Humor colt, as well as sons of Proud 
Citizen and Lion Heart. 

This was a sale in which Seth 
(Klarman) let his trainers pick out a 
couple of horses that we Uked. We 
had help, and bloodstock agent Barry 
Berkelhammer from Ocala, Fla., helped 
shordist the horses. I didn’t have time to 
do the whole breeze show, so he (Barry) 
gave me a shortiist. And we were given a 
budget. 

I love the horses I got—it was fun to 
bid on something we’d pick out to train. 
The first day I got pretty much the ones I 
really Mked—a few on the second day I got 
outbid on. The good horses sold well, and 
there was a good variety of horses. 

Seth is a great owner, he’s easy to work 
with, he’s fun. . . he’s game. It makes it a 
lot of fun. 

Kevin Plank’s Sagamore Farm 
purchased two for a total of $420,000. 
A $330,000 Mr. Greeley colt out of a 
three-quarter sister to multiple 
Grade 1 First Samurai was the third 
most expensive colt in the sale. 

Bloodstock agent Bob Feld has 
been a Sagamore Farm advisor since 
the beginning of the Plank era, and 
counts among his purchases (at other 
sales) Breeders’ Cup winner Shared 
Account and 2011 graded stakes

I have no preconceptions going into a 
sale. I go in with an open mind, look for 
the best athletes I can find, and try to find 
some value. 

I thought the Mr. Greeley colt’s work 
was phenomenal (he worked : 10.40 on the 
second day) and I really Hked the physical 
attributes. 

We were underbidders on the 
($470,000) Tiznow colt, but you try to mix 
the value with what you hke, and we got 
to the breaking point. 

If (Sagamore Farm manager) Tom 
Mullikin or (trainer) Ignacio Correas are 
in town, they’ll come look at the horses. 
And they went through my short list at 
Timonium. 

The two colts went to Sagamore after 
the sale, a short van ride up the road. 

Longtime bloodstock agent Buzz 
Chace, who has been attending the 
2-year-old sales in Maryland for about 
40 years, purchased two colts, both 
by regional stallions. In addition to 
a Dance With Ravens for $90,000, he 
spent $130,000 for a Pennsylvania-bred 
son of first-year sire Fairbanks, a half- 
brother to graded stakes-placed Tap 
for Luck from the family of Grade 1 
winner Five Star Flight. 

They are very good individuals, and 
they weren’t by the (national) sires, but the 


individual was there. And I’ve always done 
well with the individual. 

They were both purchased for 
Seth Klarman’s Klaravich Stables. The 
Fairbanks colt, who stood over ground 
really well, and had a great way about 
him-a nice relaxed horse, nothing seemed 
to bother him. And he has a little bit 
of a pedigree also. He’ll be sent to Dale 
Romans. The Dance With Ravens is going 
to Terri Pompay. 

The sale was very, very good. It has 
changed a lot, and there is a much better 
horse there, year after year. 

Trainer Bob Baffert visited the 
sales grounds on the Sunday after the 
Preakness with, among others, his 
wife, JiU, son Bode, and Ol 5 anpic Gold 
Medalist skier Bode Miller. Among 
his purchases was a MedagHa d’Oro 
filly for $100,000. Bode Miller made his 
first ever purchase, a colt by Any Given 
Saturday, for $55,000. Both the sales 
topper and Miller’s horse are with 
Baffert at Santa Anita. 

Unfortunately, we hadn’t even looked 
at (the horse for Bode Miller) while we 
were there. We were looking at other 
horses, but the ones we hked were 
bringing a lot of money. 

I hked the colt’s video, so Donato 
Lanni looked at him for us and said he 
hked him. He’s a sweet httle horse. Bode 
has given him the name Carving (for 


carving down the hih). . . he wanted to 
name him Party Cat, but that name was 
taken. He’s having fun, and we hope we 
can start the colt at Del Mar. 

We loved the sales topper. . . There 
were some other ones I hked, but we 
knew what they would bring. There were 
people there who had a httle money to 
spend and everyone is getting on the same 
horse. So they’re bringing double what 
they should be bringing. 

People are hungry for a good horse 
right now. 

L 5 mne Boutte of Reddick, Fla., sold 
two fiUies, including a daughter of 
Henny Hughes for $230,000. Tied for 
the fastest breeze at three furlongs at 
the under tack sale, the chestnut was 
purchased by Boutte for $20,000 out of 
the August Ocala yearhng sale. 

We really hked the (Henny Hughes) 
filly— she was a neat filly all along. She 
was a httle bit small when we bought her, 
which gave us the opportunity to get her, 
but she had really long legs and she just 
grew into herself 

We held her back since she was a May 
foal and she needed time to grow. 

We really enjoy Maryland-it’s a great 
place to sell a horse. This was a really nice, 
sohd sale.

Seth Klarman’s Klaravich Stables was 
the leading buyer by gross, making seven 


purchases for $800,000, the most expen¬ 
sive an Unbridled's Song colt for $180,000. 

Korean buyers made a significant 
impact. With K.O.I.D. signing the tickets 
for a number of buyers, 34 purchases were 
made for a total of $804,000, including 
$100,000 fillies by Tapit and Successful 
Appeal. 

The most expensive Mid-Atlantic- 
bred and Mid-Atlantic-sired juvenile was 
a $130,000 colt bought by Buzz Chace.

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Chasing About 


Spring season 
pnoduces 
moments of 
greatness, sadness 


A S the National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation’s spring racing calendar pinballs 
around the Mid-Atlantic each year, 
stars emerge, names move to the fore, sig¬ 
nature moments occur. The 2012 version 
was no different as racing went to nine 
states from mid-March through May 

The leaderboard looked familiar in 
some spots, wildly different in others. 

Pennsylvanian Irv Naylor, champion 
owner of 2010 and 2011, once again 
held the top spot through the spring with 
$230,125 earned from 44 starts (nine wins). 
Marylander Jack Fisher, who watched oth¬ 
ers take training titles the past two years, 
emerged at the top with nine wins from 41 
starts thanks to three consecutive two-win 
weekends to close the spring season. Fisher 
led Naylor’s main trainer, J.W. Delozier, by 
two, with HaU of Famer Jonathan Shep- 
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by Joe Clancy

pard third with six wins. The jockeys’ race 
took a strange twist early when three-time 
defending champion Paddy Young fell 
with his first mount and broke an arm. 
The vacancy left five jockeys within a 
single win at the top, led by Ross Geraghty 
and Darren Nagle (eight wins each). Brian 
Crowley, Wilhe McCarthy and Jeff Murphy 
stopped the counter at seven. 

As usual, the horses were the story how¬ 
ever. And none was bigger than Arcadius, 
who turned in the race of his hfe to win 
the $150,000 Iroquois in NashviUe, Tenn., 
on May 12 but died moments later from 
an aneurysm. Owned by Hudson River 
Farms, trained by Sheppard and ridden 
by Crowley, the 8-year-old came into 2012 
as a stakes player but needed a signature 
performance to be a championship con¬ 
tender. He got it, outrunning Sheppard- 
trained stablemates Divine Formne and 
Nationbuilder in the 3-mile Grade 1. The 
richest race of the spring season show¬ 
cased Tax Ruhng’s historic bid at a third 
consecutive Iroquois win and Naylor’s vet¬ 
eran led for much of the race. Arcadius 
2 eroed in on the final turn and swarmed 
past. The Kentucky-bred won by a length 
as Tax Ruling settled for fourth. 

‘‘The further the race went the better he 
was going—jumping, travehng, doing it,” 
Crowley said. “He was as good as ever for 
me. I gave him one httie flick going down 
to the last and then I dropped my stick. I 
didn’t mean to, but I didn’t need it. He won 
easy. It wasn’t a very tough race for him.” 

The celebration was short-lived as 
Arcadius collapsed after the winner’s cir¬ 
cle photos and died near the finish line. 
Veterinary examinations revealed the aneu¬ 
rysm, a weakness in the pulmonary artery 
exiting the heart. 

“You can’t say anything for certain, 
aneurysms happen to horses in all disci¬ 
plines,” said course veterinarian Dr. Marty 
Mclnmrff “He had a weakness in the 
lining of that artery and there’s no way 
anybody could have known or detected it.” 

The $90,000 first-place check did little 
to assuage the pain of the loss, but was 
enough to put Arcadius on top of the 
standings list. The son of Giant’s Cause¬ 
way (bred by New Jersey’s Jayeff B Stable) 
sold for $500,000 at Keeneland as a year¬ 
ling, never reali 2 ed his potential with the

Cooknore operation on the flat in Ireland, 
switched to jump racing there and was 
imported by Sheppard in 2008. The bay 
gelding won six of 20 lifetime starts (aU 
but two over jumps) and earned $309,303. 

IROQUOIS SHOWS 
THE WAY 

Worth $400,000 in purses, the Iroquois 
meet is the second-richest stop on the year 
and the spring leader. The stakes-heavy 
card showcased its usual quality. Parker’s 
Project won the $75,000 MarceUus Frost- 
NSA2 at 2 miles, for horses not quite 
suited to the marathon Iroquois. Racing 
for Hudson River and Sheppard, Parker’s 
Project tossed his bridle into the stakes 
discussion with a powerhouse effort in the 
spring’s second-richest race. 

The only non-stakes winner in the six- 
horse field rated off the early pace of 
Country Cousin and swept into conten¬ 
tion on the final run down the backstretch. 
Nagle said go exiting the final mrn, and 
Parker’s Project responded-flying the sec¬ 
ond-last, surviving an untidy last but hold¬ 
ing Country Cousin safe by 1 % lengths. Via 
Gahlei (Ire) finished third. 

Nagle improved to 2-for-2 on the win¬ 
ner. 

“He’s a very good horse, I try to inter¬ 
fere with him as little as I can,” Nagle said. 
“There’s nothing to it. It’s nothing special. 
He’s a httie funny he just wants to be going 
all the time but once we jumped off he 
relaxed.” 

Parker’s Project’s pedigree screams 
Mid-Atlantic. He is by former Maryland 


sire Parker’s Storm Cat (best known as 
the sire of mrf-sprinting dynamo Ben’s 
Cat) and the Oh Say mare Let’s Canoodle. 
Bred by Sheppard in Pennsylvania, Parker’s 
Project lost all four flat starts and needed 
eight tries to break his jump maiden. 
The improving 6-year-old won a Saratoga 
allowance in 2011. 

FiUies and mares took their swing at a 
big payday at Nashville, with $50,000 on 
the hne in the Margaret Currey Henley 
Stakes. The race lured just five runners, due 
mainly to the presence of two-time race 
winner and $300,000 earner Sweet Shani 
(NZ). The 12-year-old queen of the divi¬ 
sion dominated the statistical categories 
and pre-race discussion. Of course, she 
yielded to a lady in waiting—4-year-old 
Quiet Flaine-who won her second race 
of the spring for owner/breeder Maggie 
Bryant and trainer Doug Fout. 

Under Jeff Murphy and a feathery 
135 pounds, the winner built a big lead 
early, then coasted through the middle 
stages and held off a strong challenge from 
runner-up Ptarmigan (carrying 155) to win 
by a length. Opera Heroine claimed third. 
Sweet Shani never traveled the way she 
can and was pulled up before the finish, 
though appeared to be uninjured. 

The first two home provided a rac¬ 
ing rarity as they are half-sisters. The 
Pennsylvania-breds are out of Flaine (by 
Chenin Blanc), a steeplechase winner cam¬ 
paigned by Font’s mother Eve. Six-year-old 
Ptarmigan won three races and a division 
championship in 2010. Her half-sister (by 
Real Quiet) could be headed toward some- 
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Chasing About

thing similar with a runaway maiden win 
at the Carolina Cup in March and now the 
stakes score, 

“I wanted to drop her in, but we went 
so slowly to the first that it was going to 
be ridiculous,” said Murphy, who had to 
lose seven pounds during the week to tack 
135. ‘‘The way she jumps you don’t want to 
slow her down too much. She gets to her 
fences quickly, really accelerates when she 
gets to the wings and you can use that to 
your advantage.” 

The $50,000 Mason Houghland 
Memorial gave timber horses a shot at 
Nashville money and Lion’s Double made 
the most of the opportunity—leaping 
from maiden to stakes winner with a late- 
running score for Fisher and Virginia’s 
Woodslane Farm. 

The 6-year-old entered the race as the 
third option, behind Delta Park and Shiny 
Emblem, for Fisher, but overwhelmed the 
stablemates and everyone else. Ridden by 
Willie Dowling, Lion’s Double rated last 
of six for half the race while finding a 
rhythm over the jumps. The son of Lion 
Hearted tested leader Mecklenburg on the 
backstretch the final time, dropped back 
slightly and challenged again in the stretch 
to win. Mecklenburg couldn’t answer this 
time as Lion’s Double won by lengths, 
with Delta Park third. 

Bred in Maryland by Acorn Hill Farm, 
Lion’s Double made just one flat start (an 
11 th at Atlantic City in 2009) before trying 
hurdles (and finishing in just two of five 
starts). Over timber, he’s been better and 
went to Nashville off a third at Foxfield 
in April. 


“It’s nice when you’re the third entry for 
the barn,” said Dowling. “You can school 
around in the back and then see what you 
have. I was the outsider of our three horses 
so there was no pressure at all and some¬ 
times that works in your favor, the gaps 
open, the horse jumps well, things go right. 
I don’t think he missed a fence, he jumped 
beautifully.” 

TEAM NAYLOR 
STARTS QUICKLY 

Naylor set a record for earnings with 
$719,725 in 2011, and left no doubt he 
was aiming for another crown in 2012 with 
early stakes wins. The march started on 
opening day at Aiken in South Carolina as 
Pullyourfingerout (Ire) ran away with the 
$50,000 Imperial Cup novice stakes on 
March 21. The race drew just three run¬ 
ners and turned into a laugher for the win¬ 
ner, who took over late and won by 11% 
lengths over Class Indian, with Birthday 
Beau third. Geraghty rode the winner, an 
Irish import, for Delozier. 

The team was back in the winner’s 
circle a week later when 2011 Eclipse 
Award winner Black Jack Blues (Ire) won 
his season debut in the $50,000 Carolina 
Cup-NSA3 at Camden, S.C. The 9-year- 
old import, bred in Ireland and raced in 
England before joining the Naylor squad 
last year, improved to 3-for-3 in the United 
States. 

Black Jack Blues took immediate com¬ 
mand and overwhelmed five others to win 
by 6% lengths over Country Cousin. AH 
Together was third. 


“He just Hkes it, I think he can be rated 
if I wanted, but he Hkes racing that way, 
that’s him,” Geraghty said of the front¬ 
running tactics. “He’s a tittle bully, he tikes 
to dictate, that’s him, that’s his personal¬ 
ity. Once he’s going his speed, he doesn’t 
mind anything. He just tikes to roll along, 
he loves jumping, that’s him, he goes from 
fence to fence, he enjoys it, he landed over 
the last and went away from them again, he 
knows his job.” 

At the April 21 Middleburg Spring 
Races, yet another import flew the Naylor 
flag with distinction as Irish-bred Via 
Gatilei put up a gutsy effort to take the 
$50,000 Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 for 
Delo 2 ier and Geraghty. The son of Galileo 
raced in the Cheltenham Festival’s County 
Hurdle in mid-March, arrived just in time 
for quarantine and a quick school over 
American hurdles and won the historic 
Gwathmey. 

Sermon of Love stretched the field 
early with a pace play and was briefly 
joined by Canardly. At the last fence, aU 
were in with a chance. Country Cousin 
landed with a slight lead, followed in tight 
order by Sermon of Love, Via Gatilei 
and Pierrot Lunaire. Via Gatilei rallied 
strongest of aU on the outside and won 
by a half-length over Country Cousin with 
Pierrot Lunaire three-quarters of a length 
back in third and Sermon of Love a neck 
behind that one in fourth. 

“He’s got a lot more pace than Black 
Jack, it’s hard to compare them, totally dif¬ 
ferent types. Black Jack only does what he 
has to do, two nice horses, it’s a pleasure to 
have both of them to ride,” Geraghty said. 
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Defending steeplechase champion Black Jack Blues (Ire) pulled away from 
Country Cousin late to win the Carolina Cup-NSA3 for Naylor In March. 


“There was never any doubt, I was trying 
to get him off the bridle, with a mrn to go, 
I made him pop the fence at the wire, just 
to get him to take a blow for himself, relax, 
then I just picked him up again and sat. I 
didn’t go for my stick.” 

Naylor and Delo 2 ier also got two wins 
from Lake Placid, starter allowances at 
the Virginia Gold Cup on May 5 and the 
Iroquois a week later; and another two 
from Black Quartz, a maiden hurdle at 
Foxfield in late April and an allowance 
hurdle at Radnor on May 19. 

UP, OVER AND AROUND 

H Bob Kinsley’s Incomplete put a 
hammerlock on the timber division by 
adding the $75,000 Virginia Gold Cup on 
May 5 to his haul in the My Lady’s Manor 
in April. The 11-year-old turned aside 
G’day G’day by three-quarters of a length 
in the 4-mile Gold Cup for trainer Ann 
Stewart and jockey Joey Elliott. 

“He’s a nice horse, I love to ride him 
and he loves what he’s doing,” said EUiott, 
brother to top Irish trainer Gordon EUiott. 
“I dropped him in behind and we just 
creeped away for a big part of the race. I 
wanted to do that for a bit longer because 
of the extra mile. He got the trip, he 
handled it aU.” 

H High Hope Stable’s Baltic Shore 
lost one of the toughest photo finishes in 
the game at Saratoga last year, yielding in 
the final step to Royal Rossi. The 6-year- 
old is making up for it in 2012 with back- 
to-back classy wins to start his season for 
trainer Arch Kingsley. Baltic Shore won a 


$30,000 aUowance hurdle over eight others 
at the Carolina Cup on March 31. The son 
of Johar fought with Dugan early, then 
drew off from next-out winner Sergeant 
Karakorum by 3 lengths for jockey WUUe 
McCarthy. 

Four weeks later, Baltic Shore led 
throughout whUe winning the $50,000 
Queen’s Cup in Mineral Springs, N.C. (a 
race meet chaired by High Hope manag¬ 
ing parmer BiU Price). Baltic Shore gamely 
held off Gustavian by a half-length in the 
novice hurdle stakes. 

“He’s a free-galloping horse, he likes 
to hit his Hck, but if somebody wants to 
go quicker, there isn’t any issue about him 
settiing. He’s got a good gaUop, those kind 
hke to use it when they’ve got it,” Kingsley 
said. “He’s a pretty sound horse mentally 
but he was a little too revved up in his 
races. It’s not like he’s a difficult horse, 
but it’s taken him a little while to relax and 
settle and understand the game.” 

H Old pro Swimming River con¬ 
tinued to expand his legacy and fond¬ 
ness for varied courses with two spring 
wins for Indian Run Farm and trainer 
Eva Smithwick. The 10-year-old won the 
Alfred Hunt Memorial at Middleburg in 
April and added the Steeplethon at the 
Virginia Gold Cup in May. The special¬ 
ists’ races feamre a combination of fences 
including water jumps, stone walls, hurdles, 
timber fences, a shallow pond crossing 
and more. Swimming River (ridden by Jeff 
Murphy) thrives at the challenge, back-to- 
back doubles in the spring races. 


“He knows his way around, you just sit 
up on him and steer, I thought we would 
go a better gallop, but we didn’t go an 
awfully fast gallop, I didn’t want to make 
the running like I did at Middleburg, but I 
ended up having to, I just wanted him to be 
left alone and do his own thing.” 

Bred in New Jersey by Long Lane 
Farm, Swimming River has run 54 times 
under rules (20 on the flat, where he 
won once) and the remainder over jumps 
(where he’s won six). 

H Fair Hill closed the spring season 
with its traditional Memorial Day week¬ 
end meet May 26. Maya Charli upset the 
feature, the $40,000 Valentine Memorial 
Stakes for fillies and mares. Owned and 
trained by Fisher, the 5-year-old mare was 
coming off a maiden claiming score a 
week earlier at Radnor (while racing for a 
$10,000 tag). Geraghty put the New York- 
bred daughter of Cozzene on the lead and 
she denied aU challenges while winning by 
2H lengths over stablemate Opera Heroine 
with Well Fashioned third. 

NOTES: As the calendar turned to July, 
attention focused north for jump rac¬ 
ing at Saratoga. The schedule called for 
nine races (one or two each Thursday of 
the meet) headlined by the $100,000 A.P 
Smithwick Memorial-NSA2 on Aug. 2 and 
$150,000 New York Turf Writers Cup- 
NSAl three weeks later. The New York 
track will also be the site of a new meet, the 
inaugural Steeplechase Festival at Saratoga 
on Sept. 15. The New York theme con¬ 
tinues to Belmont Park on Sept. 23 with 
the $150,000 Lonesome Glory-NSAl. . . 
Mid-Atlantic bred winners included Dance 
Faster (Pennsylvania) in an allowance tim¬ 
ber, Cubist (Pennsylvania) in a filly/mare 
maiden hurdle, Durer (Maryland) in a 
maiden claimer for owner/trainer Michael 
Leaf, Class Brahms (Virginia) in a condi¬ 
tioned claimer, G’day G’day (Maryland) in 
an open timber for owner/breeder Maggie 
Bryant, El Season (Pennsylvania) in a maid¬ 
en hurdle.

Dutrows sweep dual 
features as racing action 
returns from short break

A fter a short, week and a half hiatus 
taken while Atlantic City Racecourse 
in McKee City, NJ., raced from April 
27 through May 3, hve racing resumed 
at Parx Racing in Bensalem, Pa., on May 
5 with a 10-race card featuring two rich 
allowance events, both won by members 
of the Dutrow family. 

The first, a 6-furlong “a-other-than” 
with a purse of $49,590, was won by New 
York shipper Tatao’s Wildcat, who pre¬ 
vailed as the favorite under Stewart EUiott 
for trainer Rick Dutrow Jr. Owner James 


Riccio's 4-year-old son of Wildcat Heir 
2 ipped the distance in 1:09.53. 

The second, at 1 mile and 70 yards, paid 
out $40,320 to the ultra-consistent Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred Gondwanan, who sat just off 
the early pacesetters, swung outside around 
the far mrn, and then poked his head in 
front in mid-stretch and fought off the 
game Lubango to win by a head in 1:42.26. 

A 4-year-old son of Sabre d’Argent, 
Gondwanan had last been seen in 
September, when he finished third in the 
$75,000 Crowd Pleaser Stakes for state- 


breds at Parx. He compiled a 2011 record 
of four wins and four placings from eight 
starts, earning $141,968. The win on May 
5 increased his lifetime mark to five wins 
from 10 starts, and $183,968 for trainer 
Tony Dutrow. 

Bonnie Heath Farm, the gelding’s 
owner/breeder, is well-known in the 
Florida Thoroughbred breeding industry. 
The farm was estabkshed by Bonnie M. 
Heath in the mid-1950s, and was home to 
Kentucky Derby winner Needles. It has 
bred or raised such notables as Holy Bull, 
Honor Glide, Sadair, Tsunami Slew and 
Dancer’s Image, to name but a few. 

In Reddick, Fla., the original farm was 
sold for development in 1999, but own¬ 
ers Bonnie Heath III, grandson of the 
founder, and his wife Kim now operate a 
scaled-down version on 78 acres in north¬ 
west Marion County, home to about 25 
horses. 

“The old farm is now a shopping mall 
and housing development,” said Heath. 
Kim Heath foaled Holy Bull, who went on 
to be Horse of the Year. 

Gondwanan is the second foal out of 
his dam Miss Pangea (by Honor Grades) to

Given a great ride by Rafael Bejarano, MY Gl Gl 
(below, right) got the jump on the favorite 
around the far turn and outdueled her to the 
wire while completing the mile and an eighth 
over the firm turf in 1:49.22. Noted Bejarano, "I 
think she is going to improve off this race."

NEW STAKES PROGRAM 
PACKED WITH OPTIONS 

The release of the $5.3 million, 26-race 
stakes schedule featured an important 
change to the regular lineup. The Cotillion 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies, which was 
bestowed Grade 1 status for 2012, was 
given a $250,000 purse bump to $1 million, 
and moves to the same day as the Grade 2, 
$1 million Pennsylvania Derby. Both races 
will be contested Sept. 22. 

In addition, Parx will add a $50,000 
bonus to the Pennsylvania Derby for a 
horse that first wins a Triple Crown race, 
the Travers Stakes-Gl or Haskell Invita- 
tional-Gl. The move should help attract a 
marquee name to the P/s-mile fixture. 

Also scheduled on Sept. 22 are the 
$300,000 Gallant Bob Stakes, a 6-furlong 
dash for 3-year-olds, and the $75,000 
Alphabet Soup Handicap, for Pennsylvania- 
breds, 3 and up, on the turf. 

The Cotillion was won last year by 
Kentucky Oaks-Gl heroine Plum Pretty, 
and in recent years was taken by the 
likes of champions Havre de Grace and 
Ashado. In 1974, when the race was con¬ 
tested at now-defunct Liberty Bell Park 
(the site of Franklin Mills Mail), it carried 
a Grade 1 designation —earher winners 
included Shuvee and Susan's Girl. 

A new $75,000 stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds was created for Pennsylvania's Day 
at the Races, scheduled for Sept. 8, which 
honors the popular, hard-knocking sprint¬ 
er Banjo Picker. 

Claimed for $15,000 in August 2004 
by trainer Steve Krebs for owner Danny 
limongeUi, Banjo Picker went on to win 
six stakes, including the Grade 3 Gravesend 
Handicap at Aqueduct, place in seven 
more, and retired in 2009 with earnings of 
$648,865. 

The gelded son of Swear by Dixie is 
now a show horse and earning ribbons in 
his new career. 

WINNING IMAGE A PICTURE 
IN MY JULIET STAKES 

Martin Scafidi's Winning Image, the 
only locally-based runner in the five-horse 
field, led all the way in taking the $150,000 
My Juhet Stakes on May 26 over C C's Pal 
and Derwin's Star. 

Trained by Mike Aro, the Kentucky- 
bred Southern Image mare carved out stiff 
splits of :22.15, :44.49 and :56.50 while 


challenged early by Aquitania and late by C 
C's Pal, but was able to gamely hang on to 
post a three-quarters of a length victory in 
1:09.46 for 6 furlongs under Jose Caraballo. 

Winning Image began her career at 
Suffolk Downs, where Aro had been 
based, but has successfully performed at 
racetracks up and down the East Coast. 
All three of her stakes wins, however, have 
come at Parx. Last year she captured the 
Cornucopia Stakes; this past March she 
annexed the Langhorne Stakes. Overall, 
Winning Image has won seven of 15 starts, 
and $273,005. 

GROUSE FLIES TO PROMISING 
MAIDEN SCORE FOR LYNCH 

Rebounding after an off-the-board 
finish at Gulfstream Park on March 22, 
Peachtree Stable's Grouse had to fight 
nearly every step to break his maiden in a 
1 -mile, 70-yard, maiden special weight on 
May 12. 

Under Angel Arroyo, the 3-year-old son 
of Street Cry (Ire) gamely battled between 
rivals through three-quarters, smck his 
head in front approaching the head of the 
stretch, and then slugged it out down the 
lane to gradually puU away and win by 
lengths over favored TH Yankee in 1:42.05. 

It was Grouse's first start under the 
tutelage of Parx-based trainer Cathal Lynch. 
The Pennsylvania-bred made his first three 
starts for Chad Brown at Gulfstream, fin¬ 
ishing third in his debut in January behind 
the talented Spring HiU Farm. Two unplaced 
efforts followed, however, prompting his 
departure north to Bensalem. 

Grouse was bred by Brushwood Stable 
and Michael Moran, who most notably are 
the breeders of Grade 1 winner and hot 
young sire Hard Spun. He is out of the 
Dixieland Band mare Mood Indigo, a full 
sister to stakes winner Dootsie and a half- 


sister to stakes winner and $708,149-earn¬ 
er Sand Ridge and 2011 multiple graded 
stakes-placed juvenile Stopshoppingmaria. 
Grouse hails from the family of cham¬ 
pion Perfect Soul (Ire) and Grade 1 winner 
Flashy BuU, both successful sires. 

Grouse passed through the sales ring 
twice, selling for $150,000 each time at 
Keeneland: as a yearhng in September and 
a 2-year-old the following April, where he 
was purchased by Peachtree's John Fort. 

‘‘He's cut out to be a really nice horse," 
said Lynch, who trains several horses for 
Peachtree. “He got a good speed figure in 
breaking his maiden, and I'm thinking he's 
going to be able to compete with the top 
3-year-olds this summer and fall. In his last 
race before I got him, he was unplaced on 
turf, but he may be able to handle both 
surfaces. He's about 16.1 hands, a very 
well-balanced individual, and he's getting 
better and better." 

Lynch, a former steeplechase rider and 
native of Derry, Ireland, is on the brink of 
having a career-best year. In 2011, he fin¬ 
ished as the seventh-leading conditioner at 
Parx by money won, and nationwide won 
71 races and $1.92 million in purses. This 
year, through May 28, he was the fourth¬ 
leading trainer at the Bensalem oval, with 
32 wins. Nationally, Lynch has 39 wins 
and more than $1 million, scoring at a 30 
percent win clip and hitting the board 63 
percent of the time. 

“It only took me 19 years to become 
an overnight sensation," he said with a 
laugh. Prior to coming to Parx nearly a 
decade ago. Lynch was a successful trainer 
on the New Jersey circuit. Among his best 
horses was Our Co 22 ette, New Jersey-bred 
champion 2-year-old filly in 2001, and her 
daughter Our Fantene, champion state- 
bred juvenile fiUy five years later. ^

New racing schedule, 
upgrades to surfaces 
fuel season opener

T he 75th season of racing at Delaware 
Park kicked off on May 12 with a 
large crowd and a new racing surface, 
as well as some adjustments to its weekly 
schedule and purse structure. 

Delaware Park’s main track and training 
track were damaged from flooding due to 
the effects of Hurricane Irene last August. 
Late last year, work began to put new bases 
down and improve the drainage systems. 

‘‘Our consulting firm, Joe King and 
Associates from New York, came in and 
did a visual examination of both tracks, 
and made some recommendations,” said 
John Mooney, Delaware’s executive direc¬ 
tor of racing. “The old surfaces were peeled 
back, and the new surfaces installed. We 
also did some nuclear density testing, and 
worked with engineers on the drainage— 
all told, it turned out to be a very extensive 
project. By aU accounts, it’s turned out very 
well.” 

It took 6,000 tons of new material, pri¬ 
marily comprised of course sand and silt 
dredged from river bottoms in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania, mixed with 8 percent 
clay, to cover the 1-mile main track with 
a five-inch cushion. At various points, the 
main track is between 70 to 120 feet wide. 

Delaware is experimenting by racing on 
Thursdays rather than Tuesdays this sea¬ 
son, for a four-day race week that includes 
Samrday, Monday and Wednesday. Mooney 
said that one of the main reasons that 
Tuesday cards were dropped was because 
of competition from Parx Racing. 

“We feel strongly that by not running 
head-to-head with Parx on Tuesday, and 
running instead on Thursday, that it would 
help our on-track attendance as well as our 
overall pari-mutuel handle,” said Mooney. 

Delaware began its season with the barn 
area only about half full, but more horses 
were expected to arrive as meets in Florida 
and Arkansas concluded. The track’s open¬ 
er was pushed back two weeks later than in 


2011 to avoid the horse shortage problem 
that plagued last year’s first few race days, 
and even resulted in the cancellation of 
several cards due to lack of entries. 

According to the Delaware Racing 
Commission, last year’s total handle at 
Delaware Park was $190,198,242, the low¬ 
est total since 1995, the last season before 
slots revenue began enriching purses. As a 
result, Delaware has reduced purses to 
about $190,000 per day, eliminated three 
stakes (the Vincent MoscareUi Memorial, 
R.R.M. Carpenter Memorial and Brandy¬ 
wine) and cut $350,000 from stakes purses. 
However, the Delaware Oaks-G2 received 
a $100,000 purse boost to $400,000. 

Mooney said that the bottom claiming 
level was increased to $6,250 from $5,000, 
and that purses were reduced for the bot¬ 
tom level and the money redistributed to 
upper claiming races and allowances. 

ALWAYS SMILING STARTS 
SEASON WITH A WIN 

Larry E. Rabold’s Always Smiling start¬ 
ed his 3-year-old season with a bang May 
14 when he defeated six rivals in a con¬ 
ditional $43,437 allowance by 2/4 lengths. 

The Maryland-bred son of Great 
Notion, trained by Shellaine Brown, 
dueled for command through the first 
half mile in :45.19 with Bullet Catcher, 
then shook loose and slowly drew away as 
he approached the wire, winning as rider 
Javier Santiago pleased in 1:10.26 over the 
rallying Won the War. 

Always Smiling has made aU four life¬ 
time starts at Delaware Park. He was 
unveiled in June 2011 in a maiden claimer 
for a $25,000 tag, and won by a length. 
He finished second in his next start, the 
$75,000 First State Dash in October 
behind graded stakes winner Jack’s in the 
Deck, and two weeks later was second in 
an allowance before being shelved for the 
winter. 


Always Smiling has now earned $64,440 
-not bad for a colt who only cost $1,000 
as a yearling at the 2010 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic Eastern Fall sale at Timonium. 

Shifra, the dam of Always Smiling, is a 
winning daughter of Polish Numbers and 
a half-sister to European highweighted 
sprinter Check the Band. 

A native of Harrisburg, Pa., Brown, 56, 
stables at Delaware Park every summer. 
Her husband, Steve, was a trainer at Penn 
National and she took over his string when 
he underwent heart bypass surgery about 
four years ago. Prior to training, Shellaine 
rode professionally at Penn National dur¬ 
ing the 1970s and secured her trainer’s 
license in the mid-1980s. She also concen¬ 
trated for a time on raising young horses 
at the couple’s farm in AnnviUe, Pa., pre¬ 
paring and selling under the Tree of Life 
consignment name. 

Brown sold the second highest-priced 
filly at the 2000 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall 
yearling sale, when Jan, Mace and Samantha 
Siegel went to $155,000 for a daughter of 
Gold Fever out of Ben 2 a, by Slew o’ Gold. 
As a breeder. Brown produced stakes win¬ 
ner Volley Ball, a son of A. P Jet who cap¬ 
tured the Storm Cat Stakes for 2-year-olds 
at Philadelphia Park in his second start. 
Sold by Brown at the 2000 Eastern Fall sale 
for $115,000 to Ben Perkins, Volley Ball 
was named champion Pennsylvania-bred 
2-year-old male of 2001. 

Last year. Brown completed the season 
at Delaware Park tied for 10th among lead¬ 
ing trainers, compiling 19 wins from 77 
starts, or 25 percent. Her horses finished 
in the money 60 percent of the time. 
This year, she’s won twice from 15 starts 
through May 28. 

“I really like stabling at Delaware Park 
because it’s a great place to train young 
horses, and I like the track surface and 
track management,” she said. “Overall, I 
like everything about it.” 

NORTH FREEWAY FINDS 
ROAD TO SUCCESS 

On Dec. 15, 2011, North Freeway was 
claimed for $35,000 at Aqueduct, her first 
start in New York, after being spotted by 
owner Michael Dubb as a fiUy with plenty 
of upside. Her potential was realized, and 
her future as a broodmare sealed, when 
the 4-year-old daughter of Jump Start won 
the $50,000 Winter Melody Stakes in her 
stakes debut on May 12 by 414 lengths over 
Brushed by Love. 

“Michael (Dubb) called me before we 
claimed her and told me, ‘there is a fiUy in 
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today who is getting better/ so he deserves 
all the credit/’ said trainer Tony Dutrow. 

North Freeway remained undefeated 
in three starts since the claim, having won 
twice this past winter at Aqueduct. The 
F/i6-mile Winter Melody was the eighth 
lifetime win, and first beyond a mile, for 
the dark bay filly, who is out of multiple 
Grade 3 stakes winner Shawnee Country, a 
daughter of Chief’s Crown. 

Bred by Wayne and Susie Chatfield- 
Taylor’s Morgan’s Ford Farm in Front 
Royal, Va., North Freeway has now earned 
$223,400. 

NOT ABROAD READY FOR 
FIRST START OF YEAR 

The hard-knocking Not Abroad cap¬ 
tured the third stakes victory of his career 
when he triumphed in the $50,000 Joseph 
French Memorial Stakes on May 19. Piloted 
by Nick Petro for his brother, trainer Mike, 
the 5-year-old son of Not For Love hadn’t 
started since December and was sent off at 
8.60-1, but took the lead inside the eighth 
pole and had enough left to hold on and 
win by three-quarters of a length over Win 
Willy. Favored Tech Fall was fourth. 

As a 2-year-old, Not Abroad was risked 
for a tag in his first two starts, both 
at Delaware Park, the second time for 
$25,000 in a race he won by nearly 4 
lengths for owner Timothy Cunningham. 
In 26 starts since, he’s competed in stakes 
and allowances, and has shown an affinity 
for the Stanton oval. 

Five of Not Abroad’s seven wins 
have been at Delaware Park, including 
his first stakes score, the $75,000 DTHA 
Governor’s Day last September. In a career 
in which he is also stakes-placed eight 
times, he has accrued $443,265. 

PARX SHIPPER TAKES 
DELP MEMORIAL 

Trainer John Servis shipped Luis 
Arenas’ Window Boy south down 1-95 
from his Parx Racing base and came away 
the winner of the $50,000 Grover (Buddy) 
Delp Memorial Stakes for 3-year-olds on 
May 23. 

It was a fitting tribute to Delp, as the 
longest shot on the board (8.40-1) in the 
four-horse field is a son of Include, whom 
Delp trained to win $1.6 million and seven 
stakes, including the Pimlico Special-Gl. 
Window Boy led all the way in the 1-mile 
stakes, scoring by 1% lengths in 1:37.92 
under jockey John Bisono. It was the first 
stakes attempt in nine outings for the colt, 
who has now earned $101,245. ^

Casey doubles up with 
old pro Russell Road, 
new star Night Time Fun

V eteran Thoroughbred breeder and 
trainer James W. Casey has enjoyed the 
remarkable career of West Virginia- 
bred gelding Russell Road as much as any¬ 
one-more than most, truth be told, 

Casey, after aU, has been saddling the 
son of Wheaton for owner Mark Russell 
ever since the chesmut 6-year-old made 
his first foray onto the track in 2008. The 
wins have been gratifying and numerous, 
but at the same time something seemed 
not quite completely satisfying about the 
arrangement. 

RusseU Road, after all, is not owned by 
Casey’s Taylor Mountain Farm, and the over 
achieving gelding wasn’t bred by Casey’s 
operation, either, instead having sprung 
from Robert Lloyd’s small breeding opera¬ 
tion in neighboring Clarke County, Va. 

Perhaps all that success with RusseU 
Road has been an inspiration for Casey, 
who entered the $50,000 Its Binn Too 
Long Stakes on May 26 riding a bit of a 
personal slump in terms of his homebred 
runners. Casey has had nice horses, plenty 
of them, including the mare for whom the 
stakes was named, but nothing approach¬ 
ing RusseU Road the last few years. 

After getting an outstanding effort from 
relative newcomer Night Time Fun in the 
4y2-furlong sprint for state-bred 3-year-old 
fiUies, Casey felt free to smUe just a Utde 
more broadly in the winner’s circle. 

haven’t reaUy had a reaUy nice horse 
of my ownin a whUe,” Casey said. ‘‘I think 
this horse is going to be okay because I 
think she’U go farther. It was kind of a 
pleasant surprise. I haven’t had a surprise 
around here lately. 

“RusseU Road has always done well, and 
a couple others have done weU. We were a 
Uttie hesitant about putting this one in. I 
thought we had a Utde shot at it. This horse 
is not bad. She got in worlds of trouble last 


time [an aUowance on May 4]-the jock 
had to stop her. So I thought ^she’s going 
to give them a batde’. I didn’t necessarily 
think ‘she’s going to win.’” 

Unraced at 2, Night Time Fun entered 
the Its Binn Too Long with just two Ufe- 
time starts. The bay daughter of home stal- 
Uon Windsor Casde out of Midday Fun (by 
The Prime Minister) appeared to have her 
work cut out for her in the five-horse field. 
Among the biggest obstacles was 2011 
champion West Virginia-bred 2-year-old 
fiUy Navy Chapel, a winner of four of five 
starts at Charles Town, including last year’s 
West Virginia Triple Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Classic, Second choice Fear the 
Facelift couldn’t match Navy Chapel’s pre¬ 
race popularity at 1-5, but she was coming 
off back-to-back victories over the track. 
Even third choice Pagan Jewel carried odds 
of just under 6-1; Casey’s fiUy went off as a 
13-1 fourth choice under Antonio Lope 2 . 

Casey still Uked Night Time Fun’s 
chances. He had picked up her dam 
Midday Fun, a sprinter who won two of 
six starts before injury deraUed her career, 
at an Adena Springs sale in the faU of 2004. 
The foal she was carrying, Milwaukee Fun 
(by Milwaukee Brew) became a stakes- 
placed runner of $183,050. The mare’s 
2004 foal is multiple graded stakes winner 
Smnning Stag, an earner of $897,416. 
Windsor Castie, though no pure sprinter, 
flashed speed during his career. So even 
though Casey chose turnout over a 2-year- 
old campaign, he still had high hopes for 
Night Time Fun. 

“She ran big the first time [a maiden 
special weight on April 11], and the second 
time the jockey told me that she got both¬ 
ered,” Casey said. “She’s good-looking, 
well-bred, and I was expecting her to run 
good. She ran even better than what I 
thought.” 


Starting from the post five. Night Time 
Fun set the pace from the outset, diving 
to the rail and opening a half-length lead 
she largely maintained throughout. Navy 
Chapel, with J.D. Acosta up, made sure it 
was no easy trip by pressuring from the 
outside starting at the quarter-mile mark 
before bidding for the lead on the outside. 
Casey’s horse just wouldn’t relinquish that 
spot, winning by a half-length in :52.54. 
Navy Chapel was second, a neck to the 
better of Fear the Facelift. 

“I thought she might have to come and 
get them,” Casey said. “When I saw her 
in front, and they came to her a couple 
of times and she kind of put them away, 
I thought she might hang onto it because 
the distance wasn’t going to be a problem. 

“Those horses were more seasoned 
than she was, and she ran right in there. I 
really think going farther, she’ll do better, 
but you never know until you do it. But I’m 
going to try to stretch her out.” 

RUSSELL ROAD ADDS 
TO ACHIEVEMENTS 

The Casey-Russell connection scored 
again with Russell Road in the May 19 It’s 
Only Money Stakes, as the chestnut geld¬ 
ing won for the second time this year from 
two outings in impressive fashion, despite 
running under less than ideal conditions. 
For one, 414 furlongs are far from Russell 
Road’s preferred 7 furlongs. Russell Road 
had run the typical Charles Town sprint 
distance just once before, when taking the 
same stakes last year. 

And that wasn’t all. With regular jockey 
Luis Perez unavailable, Casey and Russell 
had to find a last-minute replacement. 
They settled on Matt McGowan—a wise 
choice as it mrned out. McGowan had 
seen Russell Road in action many times. 

“With Nay’s Tap and Son of a Bear, 
yes. I’ve watched him go by me a lot,” 
McGowan said. “So yes, I kind of know 
his running style, but with 414 (furlongs) 
everything is kind of up in the air. But he 
ran big tonight.” 

Taking on an outclassed field of fellow 
state-breds, Russell Road won handily by 2 
lengths in : 51.62 as the prohibitive favor¬ 
ite. Henry the Lover, a Taylor Mountain- 
bred runner, finished second for owner 
Long Shot Racing Stable LLC and trainer 
Scooter Davis, while Mastic Village got up 
for third. 

“They gave me advice this morning— 
Mr. Casey and Mr. Russell do a good job 
with him — and they said he’s not going to 
break on top,” McGowan said. “I should

let him gather himself up, and about the 
three-eighths pole he should be getting in 
stride, and at that point just don't get him 
stopped. Just keep him clear and let him eat 
strides. That's what happened. You could 
tell he was grabbing gears. I just kept him 
clear and he keeps reaching." 

Russell wasn't even certain his horse 
would be running at Charles Town that 
night, as a short field threatened to wipe 
out the $50,000 stakes. Plan B was the 
6-furlong Maryland Sprint Handicap-G3 at 
Pimhco earher that day. 

^We have a lot of confidence in Matt, 
and he stepped in and did a good job for 
us," Russell said. ‘Tf this race hadn't gone 
off, we were considering taking him down 
the road and maybe taking Matt with us. 
[Travis Dunkelberger] was going to be 
riding Immortal Eyes [in Maryland], so 
we thought we would try Matt or pick up 
somebody down there. Luckily the race 
went off here, so we just smck with Matt 
and gave him an opportunity. 

“Russell's not that hard a horse to ride, 
and Matt's seen him plenty of times," con¬ 
tinued the owner. “I don't try to teU any of 
those boys too much in there. He's got a 
couple little quirks, but outside of that I 
didn't need to say much to him. We took 
the long route tonight—we didn't have any 
choice here, though. But this old boy, he 
don't have any quit in him. It don't matter 
if it's half a block, half a mile or halfivay to 
Timbuktu. He gives you everything he's 
got." 

LEADING RIDER MONTANO 
GEHING IT DONE 

Current leading rider Jose Montano 
went to extremes to bring home winners 
on back-to-back nights. Aboard 3-year-old 
gelding Proudstuff in a maiden claiming 
race on May 18, Montano obliterated the 
field by coaxing a huge effort down the 
stretch. Proudstuff, owned by breeder Will 
Farm LLC (William and Carol White) and 
trained by Jeff Runco, tallied a 13-length 
victory. 

The next night, Montano was aboard 
the Runco-trained 4-year-old gelding Bold 
Orator in a maiden special weight. Rallying 
four-wide around the turn. Bold Orator 
closed from eighth to nail a dead heat vic¬ 
tory with Clear Reason. The Pennsylvania- 
bred Bold Orator is owned by Chris Huber. 

Montano recovered nicely from a disap¬ 
pointing start to May, when he and Coal 
Fired were disqualified after winning a 
May 3 allowance. Two days later, Montano 
scored an allowance aboard Virginia Affair 


for owners Jack Trovato and Lawrence 
Stables Inc. and trainer James (Chuck) 
Lawrence 11. Montano collared two more 
allowance wins during the first three weeks 
of May aboard Runco-trained runners 
Shine for Me (one of four winners for 
the rider on the May 9 card) and Harlan's 
Crown (May 20). 

SHORT FIELD BOASTS 
PLENTY OF SPEED 

A lack of running mates did little to 
slow 6-year-old gelding Map of the World 


in a May 12 allowance. Just four horses left 
the starting gate after three entries were 
scratched by the veterinarian.

Monmouth opens 
to management change, 
strong attendance

T he first three weekends of the 67th 
consecutive Monmouth Park meet 
opened another chapter for the Jersey 
Shore jewel, as the horsemen's association 
took over operating the track from the 
state, which had controlled Monmouth 
since 1985. 

Outwardly, there appeared Httie dif¬ 
ference, with most of the same people 
in the administration building, barn area 
and jockeys' room, though observationally 
there were fewer tellers and concessions 
staffers. 

An opening-day crowd larger than last 
year turned out on May 12 and, on the day 
before Memorial Day, more than 23,000 
people passed through the turnstiles for 
the ‘Tood Truck Wars." Hoopla aside, on 
the same day in 2011 on-track handle was 
similar with a smaller crowd of 13,000, 


meaning the track will have to do better 
turning those novices into acmal bettors. 
Seven days of live racing were held in May 
and overall field si 2 e and business appeared 
slightly off from the previous year. 

Memorial Day weekend provided the 
most excitement on the track. On May 26, 
one of the best horses on the grounds, 
George and Lori Hall's 4-year-old home¬ 
bred Pants On Fire, returned to the win¬ 
ner's circle in the $75,000 Skip Away Stakes 

Pants On Fire, last year's $1 million 
Louisiana Derby-G2 winner, was the 2-5 
favorite, but his task in the field of six was 
not an easy one due to the competition, 
and off-the-board finishes in the Charles 
Town Classic Stakes-G2 and New Orleans 
Handleap-G2 earlier this year. 

Jockey Paco Lope 2 had to urge Pants 
On Fire to stay close after the start of the 


F/ie-mile race, and he overstrided into the 
clubhouse mrn as dirt was kicked back 
into his face. He was nearly 4 lengths 
behind after a half mile, but heading into 
the final turn came off the rail and with 
a rush grabbed the lead from pacesetter 
Goombada Guska. He opened a lead of 

2 lengths at the eighth pole, as Norman 
Asbjornson made a wide bid. Pants On 
Fire safely held him off by a length. 
Longshot Cactus Charlie was more than 5 
lengths behind the winner in third. 

Trained by Kelly Breen, Pants On Fire 
paid $2.80 and covered the distance on a 
fast track in 1:43.56, and was the highlight 
of a five-win day for Lope 2 . 

The Grade 2 Monmouth Cup on July 
7, which replaced the Salvator Mile on the 
calendar, could come next for Pants On 
Fire. With the Skip Away win, the son of 
Jump Start and the Cape Town mare Cabo 
de Noche pushed his earnings to $933,060. 

CLEMENT STABLE 
CRAFTS STAKES DOUBLE 

The holiday weekend could not 
have gone better for trainer Chris top he 
Clement. He won two turf stakes, the 
Grade 3 Violet on Memorial Day with 
Virginia Kraft Payson's Ruthenia, and the 
$60,000 Lamplighter two days earlier with 
Lael Stables' 3-year-old colt Malibu Way. 

The 4-year-old Pulpit fiUy Ruthenia, a 
fuU-sister to the Grade 1-winning million¬ 
aire Rutherienne (another Payson home¬ 
bred Clement trained), began her career in 
2010 with maiden and overnight stakes 
wins at Belmont Park. But last year, racing 
exclusively in stakes, she went winless in six 
starts, thrice finishing second. Diminutive 
in si 2 e, she now seems ready to fill into her 
long-anticipated potential. The Violet fol¬ 
lowed an April allowance win at Gulfs tream 
Park, her only other start of the year. 

Often a short price in smaller 
stakes, Ruthenia went off at 10-1 in a 
field of seven for the F/ie-mile Violet. 
Favorite Romacaca, winner of last year's 
Matchmaker Stakes-G3, set the pace as 
expected, as Kendrick Carmouche guided 
Ruthenia in sixth down the backside. Grade 

3 Noble Damsel Stakes winner Unbridled 
Humor stalked Romacaca and sei 2 ed the 
lead in the final furlong, as Ruthenia split 
horses in upper stretch and followed Pinch 
Pie, who was making a bold move. 

Ruthenia rushed past them with aplomb 
and won going away by a length, as Pinch 
Pie won the bob over Unbridled Humor. 
The winner covered the distance in 1:40.68 
over firm mrf and paid $22.60.

Cash for 
Clunkers came back to finish a close sec¬ 
ond in the Ogden Phipps Handicap-Gl. 

With Carlos Marque 2 aboard for trainer 
Alan Goldberg, Nefertini traveled wide 
behind the pacesetters and made the 
lead with a three-wide sweep, then held 
Successful Song at bay by a half length in 
1:43.06 for the mile and 70 yards. 

ELKWOOD SHOWCASES 
IMPROVING CORPORATE JUNGLE 

The best field of the first three weeks 
came in the $75,000 Elkwood Stakes at 
1 mile on the turf on May 19. Eight 
horses went to post, including 9-year-old 
gelding and three-time Grade 1 winner 
Presious Passion and 8-year-old gelding 
Get Serious, another miUionaire and lover 
of the Monmouth turf 

But they were no match for Corporate 
Jungle, the 7-10 favorite off his Grade 3 
Appleton Stakes score at Gulfstream 
Park in March. Ridden by Paco Lopez, 
Corporate Jungle moved three-wide into 
the final turn and determinedly charged 
past pacesetter Successful Mission in the 
final sixteenth to reach the wire in 1:32.70. 

Get Serious contested the pace but 
faded to sixth. Patricia Generazio’s Presious 
Passion was never a factor in his first start 
in 16 months and finished seventh. 

Chad Brown trains 4-year-old Corporate

The following day, Angel Serpa guid¬ 
ed the 5-year-old PartyaUnightlong to a 
short-priced win in the $50,000 Dan Horn 
Stakes. Richard Malouf and trainer Eddie 
Broome bred and own the classy state-bred 
son of Put It Back who has been kept in 
open company most of his career.

WOLFENDALE TAKES STAKES 
AT ATLANTIC CITY-AGAIN 

At Atlantic City, a crowd of 11,050 — the 
largest in 25 years-filled the Mays Landing 
course on Sunday, April 29. These short 
meets have the feel of a county fair, and 
most of the crowd on that day were fami- 
hes who watched rather than wagered. 

The meet began on April 27 and con¬ 
tinued until May 3, with a break on April 
30. The first four days held six races and 
the last two offered one more. Total atten¬ 
dance was 34,333, or an average of 5,722, 
on par with averages of 5,374 in 2011 and 
5,803 in 2010. Total handle was $3,530,286, 
nearly identical to the $3,569,577 wagered 
last year. 

As always, the closing-day feamre was 
the Tony Gatto Dream Big Stakes. Soon 
they might have to rename it the Howard 
Wolfendale Stakes. The trainer won it for 
the fourth time in five years, this time with 
Robert Cole’s 6-year-old jujitsu Jax. 

Ju Jitsu Jax finished third last year when 
in the barn of Scott Lake, as Wolfendale’s 
starter. Blue Sailor, just missed by a neck 
to Perfect Officer. In 2008 and 2009, 
Wolfendale won with Hesa Big Star. Blue 
Sailor won in 2010. 

Wolfendale took over the training of 
Ju Jitsu Jax in May 2011. Sent out in this 
year’s edition, Ju Jitsu Jax broke best, but 
Kendrick Carmouche let Yukon Wildcat 
and Disco Dandy fight for the lead. Racing 
in third, jujitsu Jax moved alongside Disco 
Dandy at the quarter pole. Little Nick, the 
5-2 favorite, came up the hedge, but Ju 
Jitsu Jax edged away from him in the final 
sixteenth to win by a half length. 

The winner covered 5 furlongs in :57.06 
and paid $12.20 to win. The bay son of 
Tiger Ridge out of Carol’s Am ore, by Two 


Punch, came back to run third in the Jim 
McKay Turf Sprint at Pimhco on May 18. 
Purchased by Cole for $57,000 as a yearling 
out of the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic faU sale, 
jujitsu Jax has earned $598,056. 

H Patricia Farro led aU trainers with 
three wins and Ocean View Stables led aU 
owners with two wins. 

Trainer Bobby Dibona won two of 
his three starts and finished second in the 
other. The New England native had never 
before saddled a horse at Atlantic City. 
The winners were Tanzana in a 5!/2-furlong 
starter allowance on May 2 and Cheer N 
Shout in a 1-mile maiden special weight 
April 28. Both were ridden by Carmouche. 

“The owners had a great time and said 
the crowds reminded them of the old fairs 
like Marshfield and Great Barrington,” 
Dibona said in his thick Boston accent. 
“The only other time I was there was when 
Manila won the United Nations in 1987. 
This time we cashed a couple of bets and 
had a great time.” 

Dibona stabled at Gulfstream Park over 
the winter and has called Monmouth his 
summer home for seven years now. Twelve 
years ago he sold his Quincy, Mass., bar 
called Bobby D’s to begin training. He had 
bought his first horse in 1989 and over the 
next 11 years spent time learning the craft 
from Suffolk Downs trainer Nick Cicerone. 

In his early years Dibona used to claim 
horses at Churchill Downs and bring them 
to Suffolk, where they stood out in first- 
level allowance races. His horses bear 
watching at Monmouth. 

“I’ve always been a very good handicap- 
per,” he said. “I understand the condition 
book and know when to drop a horse and 
I know when to move a horse up.

Handle numbers climb 
thanks to boost 
from Derby, Preakness

D efying the national trend, Penn 
National Race Course experienced 
an uptick in business during the 
spring, highlighted by a substantial gain in 
wagering on the Kentucky Derby, May 5, 
as well as increases on the Preakness Day 
card. May 19. 

On-track wagering at Penn National 
on the Derby jumped from $414,133 to 
$501,510, a gain of 21 percent. Total han¬ 
dle for the day, which included on-track, 
eBet (internet wagering) and OTW betting, 
increased 17 percent. 

Export wagering on the nine-race card 
was $1,037,605, compared to $667,299 in 
2011. On-track betting on the live program 
was up 7 percent over the comparable card 
last year. On May 19, there was an 8.52 
percent increase in total handle for the 
Preakness Stakes card compared to 2011. 

“Post time for the Triple Crown days 
was moved up from our 6 p.m. post to 5:45 
p.m.,” said Mark Loewe, vice president of 
racing for the GrantviUe, Pa., oval. “In past 
years our first race was held after the Triple 
Crown races. We believe by moving our 
first race before the Triple Crown races we 
wiU be able to expose a new group of fans 
to the live racing program here at Penn 
National, as well as offer our local races to 
a larger national simulcast audience.” 

Through the end of May, total wagering 
at Penn National has increased more than 
20 percent over the same period in 2011, 
according to Loewe. The only negative 
statistic thus far is that average starters per 
race dropped slightly from 7.76 to 7.64. 

Loewe said improvements on the back- 
stretch are continuing, and that construc¬ 
tion on a 10th new barn was completed in 
mid-May. 

KREISER TAKES TRAINER LEAD 

After plying his trade at Penn National 
for nearly two decades, Tim Kreiser is 
finally having a breakout season, finding 
himself atop the trainers’ standings by a 


sHm margin over heavyweights Stephanie 
Beattie, Jamie Ness and Murray Rojas. 

Kreiser, who has developed several 
stakes horses recently after years of earn¬ 
ing a living with claiming types, found the 
winner’s circle 30 times from 112 starts 
through the end of May (27 percent), one 
win more than Beattie, four more than 
Ness, and seven more than Rojas. 

“Being the leading trainer really doesn’t 
matter that much to me,” said Kreiser. “I 
won’t be dropping horses down just to 
win races. I’ve never been leading trainer 
here, and that’s because I’ve never had the 
amount of stock that you need to win a lot 
of races. I only carry 30 horses, and some 
of the other trainers here have close to 
double that number.” 

One of Kreiser’s top runners the last 
few seasons has been the veteran turf 
horse Catdashi, a $10,000 claim in February 
2009 for Mason Dixon Stable who went 
on to capture the $200,000 Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup later that summer and 
nearly pulled off a 17-1 heist in the 2011 
renewal, setting the pace until the final 
jump, when he was nailed by favored Ben’s 
Cat. Now 10, Cardashi is back in training 
and poised for a 2012 campaign, hoping to 
add to his laurels, which include 14 victo¬ 
ries and $416,435 in earnings. 

Other stakes horses handled within the 
last year by Kreiser include Lucky Star 
Racing Inc.’s Peppi Knows, winner of Aque¬ 
duct’s Whirlaway Stakes and two others 
and $290,030, and Ronald Ulrich’s PhiUy 
Bound, who captured the Nepal Stakes at 
Penn National and has earned $441,728. 

Kreiser recently unveiled Relay BiU, a 
3-year-old colt by Dance With Ravens, 
who popped at first asking on May 3 in 
a maiden special weight for Pennsylvania- 
breds. Under Clinton Potts, Relay BiU led 
throughout and drew off by 4V^ lengths to 
cover the 6 furlongs in 1:10.14. The colt 
is a homebred for owner James Courtney. 


“Relay BiU may be one of the nicest 
horses I’ve ever had,” said Kreiser. “The 
way he broke his maiden was effortless. 
He’s 17 hands, has a huge stride, and if he 
would’ve gotten beat in his debut, I would 
have been reaUy surprised.” 

RISPOLI RIDES INTO SPOT 

Thanks to the track’s year-round sched¬ 
ule, the Penn National jockey colony has 
remained relatively stable for the last 
decade, making it difficult for a newcomer 
to generate business. But thanks to plenty 
of persistence over the past two years, 
Matthew RispoH has not only seen his 
fortunes rise, but found himself atop the 
jockey standings as May drew to a close. 
The 21-year-old native of Brick Township, 
N.J., led multiple champ Dana Whitney as 
of May 28, with veterans William Otero 
and David Cora third and fourth, respec¬ 
tively. 

“It definitely hasn’t been easy, but I’ve 
worked hard and thankfully it’s paying 
off,” said RispoH. “I’ve been riding for 
just about every outfit at Penn National, 
and then on dark days I’ve been riding at 
Delaware Park and other tracks.” 

RispoH, who began riding at Penn 
National as a 7-pound apprentice in 2011, 
comes from a family of horsemen. His 
father, John, is a farrier and a trainer, as is 
his uncle Joe RispoH, who is based at Moun¬ 
taineer. Matthew got his start walking hots 
for his uncle, and then rode some of his 
horses. He gained valuable experience break- 
ing young horses for two years at EUoree 
Training Center in South CaroHna, which 
led to him getting his apprentice Hcense 
and landing on the Maryland circuit. 

In 2009, RispoH rode his first winner, 
Casi Cielo, at PimHco, but his budding 
career came to a halt when he was involved 
in a car accident in early 2010 while driving 
to Penn National. RispoH suffered a badly 
broken leg and ankle, and it took nine 
months before he was able to ride again. 
After extensive physical therapy, RispoH 
returned in December 2010, and has been 
on a roll ever since. 

DADDY LIKES THAT ON THE TURF 

The first turf race of 2012, a 1-mile 
maiden claimer, was contested May 2. RJG 
Racing Management’s Daddy Likes That, 
a 3-year-old son of Milwaukee Brew, hung 
on for a 34-length score. Trained by Murray 
Rojas, Daddy Likes That was ridden by 
Josean Ramirez, and earned $17,280. Bred 
in Pennsylvania, the colt is out of the 
Western Borders mare Rich Rubies. ^

Midwest Thoroughbreds, 
Ness, Castellano shine 
as spring meet closes

I ’U Have Another’s dynamic win in the 
Preakness capped Pimlico’s eight-week 
spring meet. Owner Midwest Thor¬ 
oughbreds Inc. and trainer Jamie Ness 
captured their respective titles while jockey 
Abel Castellano won his first title since tak¬ 
ing the 2003 Laurel faU meet. 

The 28-year-old kid brother to New 
York-based Javier, Castellano won 41 races 
to best Horacio Karamanos by 22 wins. 
Castellano would have won the tide rid¬ 
ing strictly for Ness, who put him on 23 
winners. Castellano burst on the Maryland 


scene in 2003, and got his first title that fall. 
Nine years later, he has his second. 

‘‘It’s been a great meet. I’m riding for 
good people and getting better,” Castellano 
said. “Everybody always asks me about 
going to New York to ride against my 
brother. I’m happy where I am right now, I 
like Maryland and am doing well in Mary¬ 
land.” 

Ness, whose main client is Midwest 
Thoroughbreds, sent out the winners of 
24 races from 65 starts, besting Dane 
Kobiskie and Hugh McMahon by 13 wins. 


Overall, the Maryland Jockey Club 
posted increases in handle and attendance 
numbers for the sprint meet. The record 
crowd of 121,309 on Preakness Day bol¬ 
stered the overall attendance numbers 
which increased nearly 9 percent. Wagering 
figures were also 9 percent higher, and bet¬ 
ting was up on nine of the 11 days of live 
racing in May. 

GROVE WINS CANONERO II 
WITH N.Y.-BRED PRETENSION 

Kidwells Petite Stable’s Pretension 
ousted Brimstone Island and favorite My 
Adonis in a three-way photo in the May 5 
Canonero II Stakes. The New York-bred 
won by a neck for trainer Chris Grove and 
jockey Javier Santiago. 

Purchased for $75,000 at the 2011 OBS 
March Sale, the son of Bluegrass Cat fin¬ 
ished first or second in his first five starts, 
prompting Grove to step up to the plate 
in the Grade 3 Gotham Stakes and Illinois 
Derby. Pretension finished fifth in the for¬ 
mer and ninth in the latter. 

Rebooted back at Grove’s base at 
Bowie, Pretension used the win in the 
Canonero (formerly the Federico Tesio) to 
move on to the Preakness. He finished last 
of 11 in the classic. 

NOTABLE WINS DURING MEET 

H Hugh McMahon continued to tap 
the register with Baileys Beach when 
the Maryland-bred son of Out of Place 
scored in the Deputed Testamony Starter 
Handicap for Maryland-breds on Preakness 
Day. Owned by Joey P Stables, the 5-year- 
old won for the fourth time since being 
claimed for $7,500 in November. 

H Benny Feliciano and Taking Risks 
Stable reaped the benefits of the claim box 
as well when Wire Funds took a 5-furlong 
turf allowance on Preakness Day. The 
Maryland-bred was claimed for $12,500 
from a winning effort on April 21. The 
4-year-old upped his win streak to three. 

H Owner/trainer Cathal Lynch took 
advantage of the conditions for the 
Kattegat’s Pride Starter Handicap for 
Maryland-bred fillies and mares, shipping 
Universal Language from Parx Racing to 
score a popular victory on Black-Eyed 
Susan Day. Bred by Richard Small and 
Tom and Chris Bowman, the 5-year-old 
daughter of Dance With Ravens and stakes 
winner Tookin Down scored as the 7-10 
favorite. It was her fifth win in seven starts 
this year (she also has two seconds). 

H Old friends Todd Wyatt and Rosie 
Napravnik teamed up for a big allowance 
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win with Gill Johnston’s Share Out on May 
18. The son of Empire Maker paid $46.60 
when making his 4-year-old debut. Earlier 
in the card, Napravnik guided Silver Tie 
Affair to win a two-other-than turf allow¬ 
ance for Hassan Elamri, who co-owns the 
Virginia-bred gelding with LesHe Osbourn. 

H Bert and Diana Firestone captured 
a tough allowance race on Preakness Day 
when homebred Varsity won the opener 
for trainer Christophe Clement and jockey 
Joe Bravo. The 5-year-old son of Indian 
Charhe wired a field of turf sprinters to 
register his third career win. 

H John Salzman and John Sal 2 man Jr. 
provided a thfecta on May 17 when Video 
Storm scored for dad and Feeds in a Pod 
and Worldseriesatatude finished second 
and third for son in the 2-year-old maid¬ 
en special weight. The only horses who 
had previous experience, the trio remrned 
$38.20 for the Salzfecta. The winner, a son 
of Deputy Storm, won but was disquah- 
fied from a maiden special on May 5. 

On May 4, the younger Sal 2 man sent 
out juvenile fiUy Stormy Adventure to an 
impressive maiden special weight win at 
414 furlongs. One of six foals in Deputy 


Storm’s third crop, the filly xipped away 
from the gate and kept going, winning 
by 5% lengths over seven others.

Amoss, Ward capture 
opening-night stakes 
to start 2012 season

I t was double the fun on opening night 
at Presque Isle Downs, as two 6-furlong 
$100,000 stakes for 3-year-olds anchored 
the eight-race card May 15, kicking off the 
sixth season of racing at the Erie, Pa., track. 

Kentucky-based trainer Tom Amoss 
shipped in Klaravich Stables and William 
Lawrence’s Sum of the Parts to contest 
the Tom Ridge Stakes. The son of cham¬ 
pion sprinter Speights town had mrned in a 
spectacular performance in his only other 
start of 2012, a 6-furlong allowance at 
Keeneland, in which he drew off by nearly 
8 lengths over the synthetic surface. 

JuHen Leparoux, two-time winner of 
Presque Isle’s biggest race, the Grade 2 
Masters (both aboard Informed Decision), 
came in to ride the dark bay colt, and the 
duo were sent off as the 3-2 favorites. 

Sum of the Parts, carrying top weight 
of 122 pounds (three to nine more than 
his six rivals), broke quickly and zipped 
through an opening quarter in 21.96 sec¬ 
onds. Stakes winner Hogy was determined 
not to let him get away, and pulled even 
after a half-mile in :44.63. Sum of the Parts 
was able to shake loose as they turned into 
the stretch, but then was all out to hold off 
Johannesbourbon. At the wire. Sum of 
the Parts was a neck in front and stopped 
the clock in 1:09.02. Hogy finished three- 
quarters of a length back in third. 

“He’s seriously fast,” said Amoss. “To 
this point this year he’s been strictiy on syn¬ 
thetics. So we may not venture away from 
that, although he has breezed on the grass 
at Churchill Downs and we’re pleased with 
what we have seen.” 

Amoss, who has regularly sent horses 
north to race over the Tapeta surface, 
limited his trips to Erie in 2011, and will 
likely do so the same this year. “It’s a fairly 
sizeable trip, and we don’t have any staff 
up there, so it’s not easy to ship to run one 
horse,” noted Amoss. “In the past we were 


in the position to do that, but not in the 
last two years.” 

On May 25, Amoss’ charge Tidal 
Volume, a lightly raced son of Tapit, made 
his 6-year-old debut in a dEa-furlong starter 
allowance for horses who had never started 
at the track, and was guided by Scott Spieth 
to a HA-length score over odds-on choice 
Hurricane Ike. Tidal Volume, owned by 
Robin Murphy, won four consecutive races 
in 2011, all at different tracks, including 
the Temperence HiU Stakes at Louisiana 
Downs in September. Tidal Volume’s sixth 
career win from 11 starts was his first 
over an all-weather track. “Tapits. . . those 
horses can go on anything,” said Amoss. 

GYPSY ROBIN TAKES INAUGURAL 

The aptiy named Inaugural Stakes was 
the first added-money race of the 2012 
season, and a rising star made the trip from 
Kentucky to dash away with the spoils. 

Gypsy Robin, ridden for the first time 
by Juho Garcia, one of trainer Wesley 
Ward’s go-to riders, got her fourth win in 
six starts, and her third stakes in a row, with 
a 4-length score in a quick 1:09.88. Even- 
money favorite Brilliant Katie, trained by 
Michael Matz, was no match for the 1.20-1 
second choice, but held on to finish second 
over longshot Mah. 

Owned by a parmership between Ward, 
Gatewood Bell, Bret Jones and Pro Bowl 
wide receiver Wes Welker of the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots, Gypsy Robin made her soph¬ 
omore debut at Keeneland in April, rolling 
home in the Grade 2 Beaumont Stakes at 7 
furlongs. Her juvenile season ended in 
September with a score in Monmouth 
Park’s Sorority Stakes, when a knee injury 
sidehned her for the next seven months. 

The $27,000 Keeneland September 
sales yearling is the last of three foals 
produced by stakes winner Feisty Princess 
(by Indian Charlie). A daughter of Daaher, 
Gypsy Robin has earned $245,000. 


PENNSYVANIA ROOTS PAY OFF FOR 
ROYALLY-BRED HARTY SHIPPER 

Monarchic, a well-bred and well-sea¬ 
soned chesmut 3-year-old son of Forestry, 
made his seventh start of 2012, but the 
first in his birthplace of Pennsylvania, on 
May 26. Coming 22 days after a maiden 
score at Churchill Downs, the Gold Mark 
Farm LLC runner swept to a 2/^-length 
victory in the allowance for state-breds at a 
mile and 70 yards. 

Trainer Eoin Harty conditions the 
colt, who made his debut in January at 
Gulfstream Park and hit the board three 
times before breaking through with two 
wins. Purchased by Gold Mark as a yearling 
at Keeneland for $72,000, Monarchic has 
royal roots. Bred by Derry Meeting Farm, 
he is a half-brother to Mrs. Lindsay, winner 
of the Prix VermeiUe-Gl in France and 
the E.P Taylor Stakes-Gl in Canada. His 
family includes Grade 1 Whimey Handicap 
winner Unaccounted For; his fourth dam is 
the great Derry Meeting mare Mrs. Penny, 
a multiple champion in Europe. 

QUITE A LEGACY LIVES UP 
TO HIS NAME WITH MAIDEN WIN 

Fifteen foals, 14 starters, 14 winners- 
that is the legacy of Quite Amazing, the 
2003 Pennsylvania broodmare of the year. 
The daughter of Bear Hunt was the first 
Thoroughbred purchased by Jeff and 
Lori Swatsworth of Will Run Farm in 
Grampian, Pa., when they bought her off 
the track at 3 in 1989, and she soon proved 
to be quite amazing. 

The first foal the Swatsworths bred out 
of her, the Dover Ridge gelding Hunter’s 
Ridge, was a stakes winner of $135,311. 
Quite Amazing would also dehver stakes- 
placed Wood Bear Watchin, $162,833-earn¬ 
er Fear the Reaper, and best of all, multiple 
graded stakes winner and $765,168-earner 
Presidentialaffair. 

The remarkable broodmare got her 14th 
winner when her final foal. Quite a Legacy, 
led throughout a 5-furlong maiden special 
weight for Pennsylvania-breds on May 18. 
The 1-2 favorite in the field of nine, the 
3-year-old son of Dance With Ravens 
trained by Todd Beattie won by 4 lengths 
under Harry Vega, the second of three con¬ 
secutive winners of the day for the rider. 

Owned by Green Eyed Stable, 
which purchased him privately from the 
Swatsworths, Quite a Legacy had been sec¬ 
ond once and third once in three previous 
outings, aU at Penn National.

High on that list is the chest¬ 
nut gelding Rockin' Rocks tar, who got his 
third consecutive win, and seventh from 11 
trips, around the Erie oval May 16. 

The last time the son of Congaree 
appeared at the track was Sept. 22, when he 
rallied to defeat another Presque Isle regu¬ 
lar, Bartletts. Rockin' Rocks tar had won 
his prior outing, an allowance in August, 
as well as two others from six Presque 
Isle starts over the course of the season. 
Since first appearing at Presque Isle in May 
2010, when he won the Tom Ridge Stakes, 
Rockin' Rockstar has made 10 starts at 
other tracks-all goose eggs.

C. Davison join incumbents 
Suzanne Moscarelli and Tom 
Mullikin to serve on the board 
for the next three years. 

Blue was a member of 
the board in 2001 and 2002 
and served as president of 
Maryland Million Ltd. from 
1999 to 2001. Among the 
notable runners campaigned 
by the Baltimore County 
resident were homebreds 
Root Boy, winner of the 1993 
Stephen Foster Handicap-G3, 
and 2004 Maryland Million 
Turf winner Dr Detroit. He 
is the breeder of 2012 Shine 
Again Stakes winner Sneaky 
Lil. Blue says his goals are to 
bring foal numbers back to 
1,000 by increasing owner/ 
breeder funds, working with 
the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen^s Association and 
providing bonuses for out-of- 
state races when Maryland is 
dark. 

Fresh from his recent 
trip to the Kentucky Derby, 


White, managing partner 
of Skeedattle Associates, 
is elected to the MHBA 
board after being appointed 
previously for a one-year 
term. He and his partners 
have successfully campaigned 
numerous graded stakes- 
winning horses and/or 
Maryland-bred champions, 
including Gin Talking, Jack's 
in the Deck and Done Talking. 
White owns Hedgerow Farm 
in Howard County and has 
two broodmares, eight horses 
of racing age and three young 
horses. 

Davison, who joined 
the MHBA in 2011, has 
family roots that run deep 
in Maryland racing and 
breeding. The Baltimore 
resident, grandson of former 
Pimlico Race Course owner 
Ben Cohen, has extensive 
experience in fundraising 
for non-profits. A licensed 
Maryland trainer from 1992- 
1995 with two prior years of 
experience as a backstretch 
worker, Davison manages 
the breeding and racing 
stock for his mother, Rosalee 
C. Davison. The best horses 
under his management have 
included Hear Us Roar (2004 
Maryland-bred champion 
2-year-old filly) and Art of 
the Hunt, winner of the 2011 
Squan Song Stakes. 

Moscarelli's resume is 
extensive and impressive. 
After making her mark in 
three-day eventing, Moscarelli 
settled down in Charles Town,

W.Va., to develop Country 
Roads Farm with her late 
husband, Vinnie. The farm 
produced Eclipse Award 
winner and Maryland-bred 
champion Heartlight No. 
One and Grade 1-winning 
millionaires Soul of the Matter 
and Afternoon Deelites. 
The Moscarellis relocated 
to Warwick, Md., in Cecil 
County in 1996, and Suzanne 
has served on the MHBA 
board since 2009. 


She believes ''we need to 
have a united front-breeders, 
horsemen and the track-all 
of us striving for the same 
thing." 

Sagamore Farm's general 
manager Mullikin has been 
elected to the MHBA board 
after being appointed to fill 
a vacated spot in 2011. Once 
leaving the corporate world in 
2001, Mullikin held positions 
at Machmer Hall Farm in 
Paris, Ky, and Edward Evans' 


Spring Hill Farm in Casanova, 
Va. General manager at Saga¬

Jim Lewis 
remembered 

by Rich Wilcke 


J im Lewis was a friend of 
high character, a man with 
whom I greatly enjoyed 
working, and an individual 
whose contributions to the 
Maryland racing industry 
were never recognized nor 
appreciated. In June of 1985, 
when I began to work full¬ 
time on the idea of a "Mary¬ 
land Million" (and that's all it 
was in those days), Jim Lewis 
was the only person 
acceptable to all five of the 
entities tentatively involved- 
Pimlico and Laurel racetracks 
(each with a different owner 
group), the Horsemen's 
Benevolence & Protective 
Association, Maryland Horse 


Breeders Association (MHBA) 
and Windfields Farm-to 
serve as the chair of the 
steering committee. Members 
considered Jim the only 
business-oriented person on 
the committee who under¬ 
stood all sides, would give his 
time, and be totally fair. 

Working closely with Jim 
over the next several months, 
I found him an excellent 
choice. He did indeed devote 
time, plus his own banker and 
attorney, to help us devise an 
appropriate legal and 
financial structure for the new 
organization, incorporated 
later that summer as Mary¬ 
land Million Limited. Many of 



the conditions required to 
convert the initial concept of 
"a Maryland Breeders' Cup" 
to an executable plan were 
debated and hammered out in 
meetings and informal 
discussions involving Jim, 
several at his then-new 
waterfront home in Anna¬ 
polis. Although personally 
doing less Thoroughbred 
breeding, Jim was committed 
-and crucial-to our progress 
for six of those critical early 
months. 

It was a disappointment 
to me in the fall of 1985 when 


Jim Lewis opted to step aside 
as president of Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Ltd. (over differing views 
of the event's progress). 

Jim Lewis remained 
enthusiastic about the Mary¬ 
land Million, but he was never 
given credit for the role he 
played at the outset. In 1987, 
about a year after I had taken 
on the additional manage¬ 
ment role with the MHBA, he 
was elected president of the 
MHBA. Once again, I had the 
pleasure of working with Jim, 
who was a dedicated and 
energetic president. Under 
Jim's leadership, many 
ineffective and outdated 
policies and procedures, from 
bylaws to elections, were 
reviewed and improved. As 
was his wont, he worked hard 
to professionalize the associ¬ 
ation. After one year, he 
retired, having given his time 
positively. For me, he will 
always be a favorite Mary¬ 
lander. ^ 

Jim Lewis died on May 15 
at the age of 72. His obituary 
appears on page 93.

In her previous two starts. 
Bold Affair captured Laurel's 
Conniver Stakes in March and 
the Primonetta at Pimlico in 
April. 

Bold Affair, the 2011 Mary- 
land-bred champion 3-year- 


old filly, is the third named 
foal, all winners, out of stakes- 
winning Hunka Hunka Lori 
Z (by Colonial Affair). Pur¬ 
chased by Reed at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
yearling sale for $7,000, Hun¬ 
ka Hunka Lori Z was cam¬ 
paigned by Reed and Zanella 
throughout her career, earn¬ 
ing $266,533 and seven wins, 
including the Caesar's Wish 
Stakes at Pimlico and Stefanita 
Stakes at Laurel Park. 

With the Skipat win. Bold 
Affair pushed her career earn¬ 
ings to $363,080, with seven 
wins, a second and two thirds 
from 11 starts. 

Havelock takes 
Arlington's Grade 3 
Hanshin Cup 

Silverton Hill LLC's home¬ 
bred Havelock steadily ad¬ 
vanced on the turn and pre¬ 
vailed to take Arlington Park's 



$150,000 Hanshin Cup Stakes- 
G3 on May 19. 

Trained by Darrin Miller, 
the 5-year-old bay gelding 
faced eight rivals in the 1-mile 
test. Under Florent Geroux, he 
rated five deep in the opening 
half before advancing on the 
leaders and moving to chal¬ 
lenge as he neared midstretch.

Bob Kins¬ 
ley's Incomplete captured the 
4-mile $75,000 Virginia Gold 
Cup at Great Meadow in The 
Plains, Va., on May 5. 

Trained by Ann Stewart, 
the 11-year-old gelding settled 
early in the seven-horse field 
under Joey Elliot before rally¬ 
ing to find the lead after the fi¬ 
nal fence. Incomplete held off 
Maryland-bred G'day G'day 
through the stretch to score 
by three-quarters of a length 
in 8:38.80 over firm ground. 
G'day G'day was 2 lengths 
the better of Guts For Garters 


(Ire); two-time Virginia Gold 
Cup winner Bubble Economy 
came home fourth. 

Incomplete got his second 
win from two starts this year, 
having taken the My Lady's 
Manor timber stakes April 14. 
Bred by Hugo Procopio, the 
son of former Country Life 
Farm stallion Press Card out 
of the Poker mare Sioux Lady 
started his career on the flat, 
making 29 starts over three 
years, winning twice and 
earning $29,025. Incomplete 
improved in his timber ca¬ 
reer, having won four stakes 
and two other races from 12 
starts. Entering his sixth year 
over timber, the gelding is up 
to $145,950 in timber earnings 
and $174,975 in lifetime earn¬ 
ings. His additional stakes 
wins came in the 2009 My 
Lady's Manor and last year's 
International Gold Cup. 



Jazzy Idea plays 
right notes at 
Belmont Park 

Jazzy Idea let loose in 
the stretch and took Bel¬ 
mont Park's $85,000 Thirty 
Flags Stakes by a widening 4 
lengths on May 2. 

Owned and trained by Ed¬ 
win Merryman, the homebred 
3-year-old earned her first 
stakes victory in the 6-furlong 
turf test against seven fillies. 
Under Jose Lezcano, Jazzy 
Idea ran at the back of the 
pack before shifting out at the 
top of the lane and rallying in 
the stretch. She rolled by the 
leader and drew off in 1:10.72 
over the yielding turf. 

Jazzy Idea came back on 
May 18 to finish a closing sec¬ 
ond in the $100,000 The Very 
One Stakes.

Trained by Jack Fisher, 
the 6-year-oId dark bay geld¬ 
ing was last early under Wil¬ 
lie Dowling in the 3-mile test 
before going on to win by 1% 
lengths. His final time was 
6:27:20 over a course rated 
firm as he defeated last year's 
New Jersey Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner Delta Park, 2011 Mason 
Houghland winner Triple 
Dip, as well as Mecklenburg, 
Atrium and Shiny Emblem, 
all winners of their last starts. 

Owned throughout his 
career by Woodslane Farm, 
the son of Lion Hearted was 
never close in seven attempts 
prior to this season, although 
he had won a non-sanctioned 
$ maiden hurdle at the Orange 
County Hunt point-to-point 
g in Virginia two years ago. 

< In his first sanctioned start 
in more than 18 months, the 
gelding began 2012 with a 
third in a maiden timber at 
Foxfield (to Atrium) April 28. 

Lion's Double ran once on 
the flat as a 3-year-old-572 
furlongs on the turf at Atlantic 
City-before launching a ca¬ 
reer over hurdles. The Hough¬ 
land was his third start over 
timber. 

Bred in Maryland by Jess 
and Sharon Sweely's Acorn 
Hill Farm Inc., Lion's Double 
is out of Think Double (by AI 
Nasr-Fr). He is a half-brother 
to graded stakes winner and 
$538,053-earner Steve's Dou¬ 
ble, the Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 3-year-oId male of 2007, 
and Northern Thinking, a 
stakes winner over timber and 
earner of $127,185 also trained 
by Fisher. 

Not Abroad gets 
stakes win 
in 2012 debut 

Timothy Cunningham's 
Not Abroad proved well rest¬ 


ed and ready to go, winning 
his first start of the year in 
Delaware Park's $50,000 Jo¬ 
seph French Memorial Stakes 
May 19. 

Trained by Michael Petro 
and ridden by Nick Petro, the 
5-year-oId bay went out as 
the 8.60-1 fourth choice in the 
field of six for the IVie-mile 
test. The son of Not For Love 
was unhurried early be¬ 
fore moving three wide to 
gain a dear lead going into 
the stretch and dropping to 
the rail a furlong out. With 
enough left to prevail. Not 
Abroad won by three-quarters 
of a length in 1:43.78. 

The 2010 Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old male 
has now captured three stakes 
and hit the board an addi¬ 
tional eight times in stakes, 
including a second in Aque¬ 
duct's Discovery Handicap- 
G3 in 2010. 

Cunningham, who pur¬ 
chased Not Abroad for 
$25,000 at the 2008 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, also cam¬ 
paigned Not Abroad's dam. 
Timely Broad (by Broad 
Brush). The mare won or 
placed in nine stakes, in¬ 
cluding a victory in the Sa¬ 
bin Handicap-G3, earning 
$342,351 from 32 career starts 
before being retired and 
sold to Overbrook Farm for 
$450,000 at the 1999 Keene- 
land November sale. 

At the Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sale five years later. Dr. 
Tom Bowman signed the 
ticket for the then-10-year-old 
mare in foal to Aldebaran, 
paying $170,000. The partner¬ 
ship of Bowman and Higgins 
Stable, Thomas Sutton and 
Huckleberry Farm LLC has 
bred two stakes winners out 
of Timely Broad.

Hall of Fame honors first class 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey is pleased to announce the 
formation of the New Jersey-bred Hall of 
Fame. The first class of inductees will be honored 
during the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival 
Presented by Malouf Auto Group on Sept. 15 at 
Monmouth Park. 

The initial class includes Henry of Navarre, 
Regret, Cavalcade and Open Mind. These four horses 
are also members of the National Museum of Racing 
and Hall of Fame in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 

"We are very grateful to the Monmouth Park 
Charity Fund for their generous donation which 
will help us to establish the New Jersey-bred Hall 
of Fame at Monmouth Park,” said TBA President 
Nona Balaban. "The Monmouth Park Charity Fund 
has been assisting Monmouth County non-profit 
agencies in carrying out their missions since 1947, 
and we are proud to be associated with this venerable 
organization.” 

"New Jersey-breds have a long and rich history 
in racing and have performed with distinction all 
across the world,” said Mike Campbell, executive 
director of the NJTBA. "The start of the New Jersey- 
bred Hall of Fame is long overdue and it is our hope 
that visitors to Monmouth Park will learn about 
the success that New Jersey-bred horses have had 
in the Thoroughbred industry. We look forward to 
including more of the top New Jersey-bred horses 
in the Hall of Fame as we continue to work with 
Monmouth Park on the preservation of the equine 
industry in New Jersey.” 

A foal of 1891, Henry of Navarre (Knight of 
Ellerslie—Moss Rose, by Ill-Used) was bred by Lucien 
O. Appleby and was a champion at 3 and 4 and 
beat the best of his era. At 3, he won 13 of 20 starts 
including the Belmont and Travers Stakes, to go 
along with five seconds and a third. 

Following his victories in the Belmont and 
Travers, Henry of Navarre met champion 2-year-

old Domino in a match race which finished in a 
dead heat. Three weeks later they met again, along 
with older champion Clifford, to determine the 
championship of 1894. Henry of Navarre won by 
three-quarters of a length. At 4, Henry of Navarre was 
sold by owner Byron McClelland to August Belmont 
II. The chestnut colt beat Domino on two more 
occasions and carried 130 pounds to victory in the 
Municipal Handicap against Clifford. 

After proving to be an unsuccessful sire, Henry 
of Navarre was one of six horses donated to the U.S. 
Cavalry to create a national breeding program. Henry 
of Navarre was inducted into the National Museum 
of Racing and Hall of Fame in 1985. 

Regret was born in 1912 at Harry Payne Whitney’s 
Brookdale Farm. Owned by her breeder. Regret 
was sired by Broomstick out of the Hamburg mare 
Jersey Lightning. Regret became the first horse to 
ever win all three races for 2-year-olds at Saratoga 
by sweeping the Saratoga Special, Sanford Stakes 
and Hopeful Stakes. The James Rowe Sr. trainee 
followed up on her undefeated 2-year-old season by 
winning the 1915 Kentucky Derby, the first filly to 
do so. Following her victory in the Kentucky Derby, 
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which was her first start of the year, Regret defeated 
Belmont winner, The Finn, in the Saranac. 

Regret won the Kentucky Derby when the 
winners share of the purse was $ 11,450 and it was 
another 65 years before another filly beat the boys in 
the most widely anticipated horse race in the world. 
Genuine Risk won the Derby in 1980. Winning 
Colors followed in 1988. 

To show how times have changed, here is a story 
about Regret and her travels to Louisville as told by 
Harry Wells. "She worked a mile in 1:34^5 over the 
training track at Brookdale Farm. The next morning 
they walked her by hand from Lincroft down to Red 
Bank, to where the railroad car was standing. It was 5 
to 6 miles to Red Bank. They took turns. It was a dirt 
road in those days. There was a platform there, on 
Wall Street, with a special ramp built just for her.” 

Regret was inducted into the National Museum 
of Racing and Hall of Fame in 1957. 

Cavalcade, a foal of 1931, is best known for his 
performances as a 3-year-old when his wins included 
the Kentucky Derby, American Derby and Arlington 
Classic. Cavalcade was by Lancegaye—Hastily, by 
Hurry On, and was bred by F. Wallis Armstrong at 
his Meadow View Farm near Morristown. Bob Smith, 
trainer for Dodge automobile heiress Isabel Dodge 
Sloane, purchased Cavalcade for $1,200 as a yearling. 

Mack Garner rode Cavalcade in most of his races 
including the 1934 Kentucky Derby before a crowd 
of 30,000. Cavalcade lost the Preakness by a nose, 
getting edged out by High Quest. He was retired 


in 1936 after winning eight of 22 career starts. 
Cavalcade was inducted into the National Museum 
of Racing and Hall of Fame in 1993. 

Open Mind, bred by Due Process Stables in 1986, 
is by Deputy Minister—Stage Luck, by Stage Door 
Johnny. Open Mind made her debut Aug. 15, 1988, 
in a New Jersey-bred maiden race at Monmouth 
Park open to males and won easily. She returned 
15 days later to win the New Jersey Breeders^ Stakes 
at Monmouth. Open Mind would win the 1988 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile Fillies Stakes-Gl en route to 
earning the Eclipse Award as champion 2-year-old 
filly. 

The D. Wayne Lukas trainee followed up her 
championship campaign by having more success 
as a 3-year-old when she won her first eight races, 
including the Kentucky Oaks, Acorn, Mother 
Goose, Coaching Club American Oaks and Alabama 
Stakes - all Grade 1 races. Her win in the Coaching 
Club completed her sweep of the New York Filly 
Triple Crown and she later received the Eclipse 
Award as champion 3-year-old filly. 

Open Mind was owned by Eugene Klein, who also 
owned the National Football League’s San Diego 
Chargers and was no stranger to successful horses as 
he owned such notables as Tank’s Prospect, Lady’s 
Secret, Winning Colors, Capote, Life’s Magic, Is It 
True, Success Express and Twilight Ridge. 

Open Mind was inducted into the National 
Museum of Racing and Hall of Eame in 2011.

R ichard Malouf and Ed Broome’s homebred 
Partyallnightlong got his year off to a great 
start by winning the $50,000 Dan Horn 
Stakes on May 5 at Meadowlands. 

The 5-year-old son of Put It Back—Party to Party, 
by Jules made his first start since July 31, 2011, in the 
5-furlong turf test for registered New Jersey-breds. 
Partyallnightlong raced close up along the rail while 
sitting behind the early lead set by Bombast and 
Richiefromshoprite. The Ed Broome trainee angled 
out in upper stretch and ran down Bombast for his 
first stakes victory. Bombast held on for second and 
Jersey Blue Giant rallied in the stretch for third. 

Partyallnightlong brought his career record to 
seven wins in 13 starts with earnings of $381,100. 



Little Stitch captures 
Who Did it and Run Stakes 


K aren and Joe Jenning’s homebred Little Stitch 
won her first career stakes race in the $50,000 
Who Did it and Run Stakes on May 4 at 
Meadowlands. 

Trained by Joe Jennings and ridden by Chuck C. 
Lopez, Little Stitch broke sharply from post 11 and 
opened a comfortable lead going a half mile over 
the turf course in :45.59 before drawing away in the 
stretch to win by 4% lengths.

N Hitch, by Evening Kris, improved her lifetime 
record to 7-4-1 from 23 starts, good for earnings of

B y definition a haven is a harbor or 
port; any place of shelter and safety. 
Haven Farm is synonymous. Located out¬ 
side Greenville, there is a place where two 
men support, nurture and build a place of 
safety and forever for their family. Say hel¬ 
lo to Chip Fleming and James Langley, 
proud and loyal fathers to Ken, their 
10-year-old son, and off-the-track Thor¬ 
oughbreds Carl N Frosty (Frost) and Pret¬ 
ty Gizmoe (Tempe). There are also three 
dogs and numerous chickens, all rescues 
that co-exist. 


Every bond, whether between humans 
and/or animals has a purpose. For Flem¬ 
ing and Langley their paths to owning 
OTTBs differed but the outcome the 
same; a home for two ReRun horses. 

Fleming’s equine passion started early. 
The Stokes native grew up with ponies, he 
and his sister shared two horses and as a 
young man Fleming raised, trained and 
eventually retired a Thoroughbred. While 
horses kept Fleming busy, he met his 
partner James Langley (both respiratory 
therapists). They welcomed in Caper, a

Belgian-Thoroughbred-Quarter Horse 
cross. Langley quickly developed, “the fe¬ 
ver” for horses as he calls it. 

“Everything revolved around horses... 
riding lessons, building jumps, fox hunt¬ 
ing, hunter paces and trail rides,” he said. 
“Chip taught me how to ride and what 
better way to spend time together?” Unbe¬ 
knownst to them, neither man owned the 
horse they were meant to own - yet. A sul¬ 
len chapter in their lives, the passing of 
Caper, would alter that. Fleming was 
deeply saddened by the loss. “For the first 
time in my life I didn’t have a horse,” he 
said. “I felt like I lost my best friend. It was 
very difficult.” 

Not too long after, a mutual friend sug¬ 
gested Fleming call Elizabeth MacDonald 
of ReRun North Carolina. Fleming adopt¬ 
ed Frost and Langley adopted Tempe. 

“I also decided to adopt a ReRun OTTB 
so we could bring the two along together,” 
said Langley. “We wanted Ken to see the 
process that goes into working with a 
horse.” Ken follows in their footsteps, rid¬ 
ing, showing and caring for a paint pony. 

Fleming first met Carl N Frosty via a 
ReRun video. Intrigued with what he saw, 
Fleming and Langley went out to Mac¬ 
Donald’s farm in Blanch to meet the 
6-year-oId bay gelding. Something about 
this horse stuck. 


“You know it sounds corny but I 
dreamt about him that night,” Fleming 
said. “So the very next morning with two 
to three inches of snow on the ground, we 
drove to Elizabeth’s. Frost has a gentle 
soul. He loves to have a job. It takes time 
with these horses. They have to have some 
down time. It took Frost about six months 
for his personality to really show. He is 
very responsive to the aids and we are cur¬ 
rently working on leg yielding. Everybody 
has this preconceived notion that OTTBs 
are high strung and crazy. We now have 
two and everyone that has seen them can’t 
believe how quiet they are. They are smart 
and enjoy attention. These are very well 
bred animals and with patience and in 
time they pay you back one hundred fold.” 

Langley’s ReRun adoption took a bit 
longer. He was ambivalent when he decid¬ 
ed to go see MacDonald about a horse. He 
had never ridden a Thoroughbred, nor a 
mare and was not 100 percent sure what 
to do. 

“There were so many horses to choose 
from, I didn’t know which one, I wanted 
to take them all,” he said. “Chip told me to 
take my time. So I looked and then one re¬ 
ally caught my eye. Pretty Gizmoe, a 
4-year-old bay filly. Chip took her out and 
we could tell she was scared but when we 


watched her move - wow, she floated on 
air.” 

Langley and Tempe had their trials, 
but in time, they worked them out to¬ 
gether. 

“Something about this beautiful crea¬ 
ture whispered, dust give me a chance’ 
so after vetting and chiropractic treat¬ 
ment to insure there was no medical is¬ 
sue, we continued our journey together,” 
Langley said. “I believe she was telling 
me what she needed. I listened.” 

Langley would sit with her while she 
ate and they would take long walks in 
hand, working on various desensitizing 
exercises. 

“Over and over we worked and then 
one day the switch flipped,” he said. “The 
‘a-ha’ moment. She chose me. I was 
hers.” 

Langley offered advice for owners. 

“OTTBs must be allowed to just be 
horses for a period,” he said. “They need 
transition time to acclimate and fully un¬ 
derstand they have come home. OTTBs 
are incredibly resilient and make remark¬ 
able lifetime partners. The old saying 
rings true, Tf it were easy, everybody 
could do it.’ It’s not easy, but you get out 
of something what you put into it.” 

OTTBs come with baggage. Whether 
sharing a carrot, working on cross ties, 
grooming or riding, owning one takes 
love and patience. Some adapt to post 
track life quickly. Others take longer. The 
result is a friend for life. 

ReRun Inc. was founded in 1996 in 
Kentucky as a non-profit 501(c)(3) Thor¬ 
oughbred rehabilitation and adoption 
program. 

On average, 30,000 Thoroughbreds 
are bom annually to owners and breed¬ 
ers whose hope is to raise a champion.

ANNUAL MEETING 


T he PHBA Annual Meeting was held at 
the Kennett Square Country Club on 
May 16. 

PHBA president Brian Sanfratello led 
the meeting, which included the election of 
officers and the appointment of new board 
member David Charlton. Per the vote of the 
board, Brian Sanfratello will remain as presi¬ 
dent, Ed Price will serve as vice-president. 
Pick Abbott as secretary and Dale Schilling 
as treasurer. 

Brian highlighted the many accomplish¬ 
ments from the preceding year including: 
$12 million in PA-Bred restricted races, an

Owned by Upperville resi¬ 
dent Joe AUbrittons Lazy Lane 
Farm, and bred by Marvin Little 
Jr., Hansel (Woodman—Count 
On Bonnie, by Dancing Count) 
won seven of 14 career starts and 
earned $2,936,586. 

As a juvenile. Hansel broke his 
maiden at first asking at Arlington 
Park for trainer Frankie Brothers 
before winning the Arlington- 
Washington Futurity-G2, fol¬ 
lowed by the Tremont Stakes-G3 
at Belmont. He also ran second in 
Saratogas Hopeful Stakes-G1 and 
third in Monmouths Sapling-G2. 

Hansel started his sophomore 
campaign with a dull effort in 
the Fountain of Youth before 
finishing third to Fly So Free and 
Strike the Gold in the $500,000 
Florida Derby-Gl. 

After the Florida Derby, 
Brothers took Hansel back to the 
Midwest where he had enjoyed 
previous success. In his next start 
he impressively won the $500,000 
Jim Beam-G2 at Turfway Park 
and three weeks later captured the 
$125,000 Lexington Stakes-G2 at 
Keeneland. 

The back-to-back victories 
made Hansel the betting favorite 
for the Kentucky Derby-Gl, but 
nothing suited the Woodman colt 
and he finished 10th under Jerry 
Bailey. 

A decision was made by 
Hansels connections to head to 
Baltimore, and while the bet¬ 
tors weren’t convinced, the horse 


proved his owner and trainer 
right with an impressive win. 
Hansel rated just off the pace, 
took over the lead on the final 
turn and never relinquished it, 
winning by 7 lengths. 

To prove his mettle. Hansel 
won the Belmont Stake-G1 by 
a head over the Derby winner. 
Strike the Gold. 

To complete his season. 
Hansel placed third in the 
$500,000 HaskeU Invitational-Gl 
to Lost Mountain and Corporate 
Report and then second in the 
$1 miQion Travers Stakes-Gl. It 
was more than enough to earn 
the Eclipse Award as champion 
3-year-old colt. 


Another Virginia connection 
to the Triple Crown 


F lower Alley, the sire of FU 
Have Another, was pur¬ 
chased by Virginians Bruce 
and Edie Smart at the 2002 
Keeneland November Sale for 
$50,000 and resold at the 2003 
Keeneland September Yearling 
Sale for $165,000. He was pur¬ 
chased from the Smarts by the 
Melnyk Racing Stables of Laura 
and Eugene Melnyk, report¬ 
edly because his dam’s name is 
Princess Olivia and the Melnyks 
have a daughter named Olivia. 

Flower Alley hand¬ 
ily won the $1,000,000 Travers 
Stakes-Gl at Saratoga in 2005 


and also won the Grade 2 Lane’s 
End and Jim Dandy Stakes and 
Salvator Mile-G3 while amass¬ 
ing $2,533,910 in earnings. 

The Smart’s Trappe HiU 
Farm manager at the time, 
Wayne Van Sant, picked out the 
Distorted Humor colt among 
the thousands available at the 
Kentucky auction. 

Flower Alley stands at Three 
Chimneys Farm in Kentucky 
and is ranked second on the 
general sire list behind Empire 
Maker, with $2,956,096 in 
progeny earnings so far this 
year. 
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VTA sponsors Covert Action 
at TRF Janies River 


I ts not the title of a spy novel. 

No, Covert Action is a retired 
racehorse who was foaled in 
Canada in 1995.The bay gelding 
is by Silver Deputy out of Office 
Affair, a mare by Secretariat. From 
26 lifetime starts, he had three 
wins and earned $22,569. 

He was accepted into the 
Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation program in 2001 
with a sore knee. He eventu¬ 
ally ended up in Virginia and was 
moved to the James River Work 
Center in 2007. 

The story of Covert Action is 
the story of so many horses who 
drop down through the ranks, 
change owners several times, and 
wind up in cheap claiming races, 
usually with soundness issues. 


The last owner said the horse 
was lame for a week after each 
race. 

Today, Covert Action enjoys 
life on the banks of the James 
River and is well cared for by one 
of the inmates in the TRF James 
River program. Covert Actions 
bad right knee is readily apparent 
but does not seem to bother him 
too much. He has trained sev¬ 
eral inmates in the Groom Elite 
Program and, more importantly, 
touched the hearts and souls of 
more than one horse lover. 

Covert Action travels around 
the state representing the TRF of 
James River. HavingVirginia-bred 
Triple Crown winner Secretariat 
in his pedigree remains a great 
draw wherever he travels. 


C ongratulations toVTA mem¬ 
ber and director Tommy Lee 
Jones who recently received the 
first Ian Milne Award. The award 
honors a professional huntsman 
who has been recognized by his 
peers as an exceptional contribu¬ 
tor to foxhunting. 

The award was presented 
by the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association on April 21 at the 
Biennial Staff Seminar dinner. 
Jones has hunted the hounds of 
the Casanova Hunt with distinc¬ 
tion since 1970. Jones also breeds, 
owns and trains Thoroughbreds 


from his family’s New Hope 
Farm. 

In the heyday of the yearling 
market, Jones showed yearlings 
for the likes of Spendthrift Farm 
and Clay Camp. Along with his 
wife Diane, Jones manages the 
Upperville Colt and Horse Show 
and the Warrenton Horse Show. 
Diane is also the executive direc¬ 
tor of the Virginia Gold Cup. 

The award is named for the 
late Ian Milne, who was the 
popular huntsman for the Fairfax 
Hunt.

Jones wins Milne Award 
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Persistence pays 
dividends for trio at 
Chartes Town

I n an era where economic unrest 
has rattled the foundations of 
even the most financiaiiy secure in 
the Thoroughbred breeding industry, 
iocaiiy a troupe of horsemen has 
weathered the storm by way of hard 
work and persistence. 

Recently I sat down for lunch 
with the trio (Curtis and Tamera 
Bass and Susan Ettlin) to chronicle 
their present accomplishments and 
how they achieved it in the face 
of mounting pressures to exit their 
chosen vocation. 

Curtis and Tamera Bass have 
been involved in racing for the last 
20 years, generally pursuing an 
adventure with a claiming horse or 
two, supplemented by their passion 
for handicapping. 

Over the years the couple 
enjoyed moderate success, often 
increasing their stable size to four or 
five runners. 


Curtis commented,"Both my 
wife and I are blue collar, industrious 
people who work long hours to 
attain what we want. Horses and 
racing are an integral part of our 
relationship and happiness. We owe 
a great deal of credit to two of 
our past trainers; Kelly Ritchie and 
Ronney Brown. They taught us the 
basics of this business and how to be 
resilient in the face of adversity." 

Tamera works for the postal 
service, while many subscribe to 
the theory that Curtis (employed by 
Perry Engineering) was the original 
MacGyver. A piece of duct tape, 
glue and wrench and he can repair 
anything! 

On May 19, Tamera and Curtis 
confirmed their resolve in the game 
they love when their homebred 
creation Sheza Crafty Cat glided 
under the wire nearly 2 lengths the 
good in a $26,000 maiden special 


weight. The 3-year-old gray/roan 
filly is by Fiber Sonde out of Sheza 
Rocket, by Crafty Prospector. 

Said Tamera, "We have been in 
the breeding side of the business 
for approximately eight years due 
largely in part to John McKee 
(proprietor of Beau Ridge Farm). 
Sheza Rocket was the second 
broodmare we purchased and we 
raced her previous foals. Curtis and 
I felt this filly had potential, but her 
volatile temperament almost led 
to her ruination. In the end trainer 
Donald Barber and we sent the 
filly to our local version of the horse 
whisper, Amanda Moro,to correct 
her behavioral issues." 

The compact filly's personality 
is still a concern for team Bass, but 
hopefully maturity will come with 
continued racing. 

Jockey Matt McGowan 
successfully fulfilled the riding 
assignment and imparted his take 
on her debut."I had been on this 
filly a couple of times in the morning 
and knew it was important to be 
quiet and tether her up to the pony 
for her peace of mind. It acted like a 
security blanket." 

A veteran of Charles Town's tight 
turns, McGowan was impressed by 
the filly's quick turn of foot leaving 
the latch and though she failed to 
switch leads in the stretch, believes 
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there was plenty in reserve if 
needed. 

Tamera was the inspiration to 
breed to Fiber Sonde, a haif-brother 
to Speightstown. 

"Fiber Sonde is an attractive 
animai and the matching of speed 
on speed seemed iike an ideal fit for 
the three-quarter miie track here." 

The unraced son of Unbridied's 
Song entered stud in 2008 and is the 
state's 15th leading sire. 

ironicaily Another investment 
by Fiber Sonde out of Midnight 
Trick, by Phone Trick, bred by Curtis 
and Tamera, captured a maiden 
speciai weight on May 2, but not 
in the colors of the duo after being 
claimed in a previous start for 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Curtis stated,"! have no hard 
feelings toward anyone, i have 
ciaimed and lost horses the same 
way and I hope that he wins many 
more races, since we are the 
breeders and wiii continue to reap 
those benefits." 

The Basses own a 5y2-acre spread 
they caii Castle Rock Farm, and like 


to use its pastures to freshen-up their 
horses.

Friday, May 18 was the second 
career effort for Baby Fiariow, 
foiiowing a brief stint with shins, and 
the daughter of Windsor Castie out 
of Lady Fiariow (by Dover Ridge) did 
not disappoint her backers or owner- 
breeder Susan Ettlin. 

Soiid morning workouts combined 
with the proverbial backstretch buzz 
drove this attractive fiiiy's odds to 
1-2 and her 4¥4-length win under 
Geraid Aimodovar was justification 
for ceiebration.

Sue eageriy mentioned fellow 
horseman, Alfred Clinton, when 
giving recognition for her fiiiy's 
performance. 

"Alfred works at James W. Casey's 
Farm (Taylor Mountain) and he 
helped me break my filly doing a iot 
of the essentiai groundwork. I wouid 
also like to thank Mr. Robert Waiker, 
who gave me the dam of Baby 
Fiariow." 

Lady Fiariow was a multiple 
winner on the track and is in foai to 
Charitabie Man. 

As of this pubiication, Windsor 
Castle holds the top spot in West 
Virginia for sires. Fiowever Sue, who 
spends a strong measure of her time 
at Taylor Mountain Farm, is amped 
for her future prospect. 

"When i see the Charitabie Man 
foals on the farm, I am energized to 
persevere with my iong hours," she 
said. (Charitabie Man) has thrown 
some outstanding individuals, and 
with a bit of iuck, can bequeath my 
mare some biue-biooded roots."

In Memoriam 



PETER FULLER 

Peter FuUer, a Boston native who left an 
indelible mark on the Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred industry as breeder and owner 
of Maryland-bred Dancer’s Image, the 
only winner of the Kentucky Derby to be 
disqualified, died on May 14. He was 89. 

Mr. Fuller was a son of Massachusetts 
Governor Alvan T. FuUer, who made his 
formne with Packard and Cadillac dealer¬ 
ships. Mr. Fuller created his own formne 
when taking over his father’s dealerships, 
and entered the Thoroughbred business 
in 1951. 

Although he owned Runnymede Farm 
in North Hampton, N.H., where he Hved 
and kept his horses, Mr. Fuller regular¬ 
ly foaled mares and supported stallions 
in Maryland over the last five decades. 
In April 1965, his *Noor mare Noors 
Image delivered a colt by Native Dancer at 
Sagamore Farm. Mr. Fuller first named the 
colt Alvan T. for his father, but changed it 
to Dancer’s Image and planned to sell him 
at auction. Upon his wife Joan’s urging, Mr. 
Fuller bought the colt back out of that auc¬ 
tion to race for himself 

Dancer’s Image defeated Calumet 
Farm’s Forward Pass in the 1968 Kenmcky 
Derby, but was subsequently disqualified 
after testing positive for the then-prohib¬ 
ited pain killer phenylbutazone (Bute) in 
post-race testing. Mr. Fuller failed to get 
the disquahfication overmrned after years 
of costly legal battles. 


Mr. Fuller would go on to campaign 
dozens of stakes horses, including his 
homebred mare Mom’s Command, the 
Echpse Award winning 3-year-old filly of 
1985 who was regularly ridden by his 
daughter Abigail (Abby) Fuller. Mom’s 
Command was inducted into the Racing 
Hall of Fame in 2007. 



JAMES F. LEWIS III 

James (Jim) Lewis, the first president of 
Maryland Million Ltd., and a past-pres¬ 
ident of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, died of a heart attack on May 
15. The Edgewater, Md., resident was 72. 

Born in Toledo, Ohio, Mr. Lewis was 
a grandson of Champion spark plugs 
founder R.A. Stranahan. His father was a 
major breeder of Arabians at 2,000-acre 
Lewisfield Farm in Charlottesville, Va., 
and after graduation from the University 
of Virginia in 1961 and a stint in the Coast 
Guard (during which time he served a year 
in Viemam), Mr. Lewis went to work at his 
father’s farm, where he became manager 
in 1966. 

He purchased his first Thoroughbreds 
that same year, and by 1968 moved his 
young family, and the Thoroughbred oper¬ 
ation, to the property known as Three 
Cousins Farm in Hydes, Md., which he 
renamed Pennyacres Farm. The farm, later 
known as Lewisfield Farm, was sold in 
1985. 

Grover (Bud) Delp trained the Lewis 
family’s runners in the early years, but 
Mr. Lewis eventually took out his train¬ 


er’s license. The longtime horseman was 
weU-hked by those in all facets of the 
industry, and was named president of the 
Maryland Million in 1985. He was elected 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association two years later. 

Mr. Lewis bred and/or campaigned 
a number of prominent runners in the 
region over the last five decades, including 
MaybeUene, winner of the Test Stakes-G2 
in 1974, multiple stakes winner Swift 
Attraction and Heartful. 

The latter, winner of the Grade 3 
Flirtation Stakes, was bred, owned and 
trained by Mr. Lewis, and went on to 
produce stakes winners Noblest Heart, 
Burts Star and Salvage Consultant from 
five foals. She is also the granddam of 
Oliver’s Twist, runner-up in the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. One of the top Maryland- 
bred handicap horses of the last decade 
was the Lewis-bred graded stakes winner 
Duckhorn, an earner of $747,812. 

Divorced from his first wife. Penny, Mr. 
Lewis met Linda Zang in 1979, and they 
later married. Zang, an international dres¬ 
sage competitor, FEI judge, FEI technical 
delegate and clinician, is a member of the 
United States Dressage Federation Hall of 
Fame. 

‘‘He was very supportive of me through 
my career, and encouraging me since I 
met him,” said Zang. “He traveled around 
the world with me to the big interna¬ 
tional competitions that I judged. He really 
became quite knowledgeable in my disci¬ 
pline, which was a lot of fun.” 

With Zang, Mr. Lewis stiU maintained 
a small Thoroughbred broodmare band. 
“He always loved racing,” added Zang. 
“Every place I went with him, no matter 
what racetrack. . . people would know 
him.” 

Mr. Lewis’ daughter from his first mar¬ 
riage, Lisa Lewis, became a licensed trainer 
in the early 1990s at the age of 20. Based at 
times in New York, California and Florida, 
she counts Grade 2 winner American 
Royale among her notable runners. Now 
in Canada, Lisa Lewis has a horse in train¬ 
ing who was bred and owned Mr. Lewis 
and Zang. 

On May 9, Mr. Lewis’ Shine for Me, 
a fourth-generation homebred and full 
sister to stakes winner Gonna Dash based 
at Charles Town with Jeff Runco, got her 
second career win in allowance company.

WAR EMBLEM A HERO 


A NEW ERA IN 
NEW JERSEY? 
FIGURES RISE AT 
2-YEAR-OLDS IN 
TRAINING SALE 


10years ago 

B The Thoroughbred 
Corporation's War Emblem got 
one step closer to the Triple 
Crown as he captured the 
127th running of the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl by three- 
quarters of a length over fast¬ 
closing Maryland-bred Magic 
Weisner. The Bob Baffert 
trainee proved that he was a 
‘Bona fide" winner of the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl, which he 
won by wiring 17 rivals in a $43 
upset. 

Magic Weisner—bred, 
owned and trained by longtime 
Maryland horsewoman Nancy 
Alberts and named for local 
veterinarian Dr. Allen Wisner 
of Glen Rock, Pa. - came close 
on Maryland racing's biggest 
stage at 46-1 under Richard 


Mighore. ‘‘. . . I thought he 
was going to be third, then 
second, then I thought. . . but 
I knew the winner wasn't stop¬ 
ping," said Alberts. 

For the second year in 
a row, Preakness day set a 
record for mutuel handle, 
with more than $71.4 million 
bet aU sources (including in¬ 
state, out-of-state and separate 
pools). The attendance of 
101,138 was the second largest 
in Preakness history. 

War Emblem's Triple Crown 
hopes were dashed after stumbling at 
the start of the Belmont Stakes-G1 
and finishing eighth. 

B The top two Preakness fin¬ 
ishers were by stallions who 
stood in Maryland that spring. 

It was like hitting the lot¬ 
tery for Audrey and Allen 
Murray, who purchased 
former Claiborne Farm stal- 
hon Our Emblem the previ¬ 
ous fall, then watched as 
the son of Mr. Prospector 
became the hottest sire in the 
nation with the exploits of 
his sons War Emblem and 
Arkansas Derby-G2 winner 
and Kentucky Derby starter 
Private Emblem. 

The Murrays had syndi¬ 
cated Our Emblem for $7,500 
a share (selling 18 of the 40 
offered) and at the start of 
the breeding season, stood the 
11 -year-old stallion at their

Murmur Farm in Darlington 
for $4,000, with a book of 
approximately 40 mares. By 
May, Our Emblem's book had 
grown to 95 mares and his fee 
was $7,500. 

Then the Murrays received 
the offer they couldn't refuse. 
Our Emblem was sold on June 
5 to WinStar Farms and Taylor 
Made Farm for a reported 
$10.1 million—more than 20 
times what the Murrays paid. 
He would cover his final mare 
in Maryland on June 30 and 
ship to Kentucky. 

‘We hated to sell him," 
said Audrey Murray. ‘We have 
worked aU our lives to have 
a horse like him, but for so 
much money, we had to sell." 

Magic Weisner's sire, 

Ameri Valay, was well-known 
in Maryland. A state-bred 
champion by Maryland 
sire Carnivalay, he stood at 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine. 
Magic Weisner was one of 73 
foals in Ameri Malay's first four 
crops to race. 

B The strength of the sales 
market was evident when the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-Year- 
Olds in Training sale saw gains 
in gross (total $9.3 milhon, up 
9 percent), average ($33,023, 
up 4 percent) and median 
($22,500, up 7 percent). 

A May sale record 15 juve¬ 
niles brought six figures, many 
pinhooking coups. Counted 
among those was the $280,000 
sales-topper, a Maryland-bred 
colt by End Sweep out of the 
Phone Trick mare Line's Busy. 
Consigned by Florida-based 
Valley View Farm (Walter 
Burke), he was sold as a year¬ 
ling at Keeneland the previous 
September by his breeders, 
Sondra and Howard Bender, 
for $53,000. 

B Freshman sire Partner's 
Hero, who stood at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., got his first winner 
when Jay Em Ess Stable's 
Joanie's Smile easily won a 


5-furlong maiden special 
weight at Belmont Park May 8. 

A graded stakes-winning 
son of Danzig and half-broth¬ 
er to champion sprinter Safely 
Kept, Parmer's Hero was 
also a hit at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-old sale. 
Among his five offspring sold 
was a Maryland-bred colt out 
of Nin Two (by John Alden) 
purchased by Buzz Chace for 
$135,000. That 2-year-old, 
consigned by Hoppel's Horse 
and Cattle Co., was the most 
impressive pinhook of the 
sale, having sold previously 
at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale for $6,000. 



Nin Two's colt was well worth 
the price. Named New York Hero, 
he earned $628,438, and was 
named Maryland-bred champion 
3-year-old male after capturing that 
season's Eane's End Stakes-G2. 
Dark Hollow Farm and William 
Beatson bred the colt; Dark 
Hollow's David and foAnn Hay¬ 
den also bred Partner's Hero (with 
Gilman Investment Co.). 

25years ago 

B It was a repeat of the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl as 
Alysheba defeated Bet Twice 
in the Preakness Stakes-Gl to 
capmre the first two legs of 
the Triple Crown. Trained by 
Jack Van Berg, Dorothy and 
Pamela Scharbauer's bay son 
of Alydar won convincingly in 
a trouble-free trip around 
Pimhco with Chris McCarron 
up, in contrast to the near¬ 
disaster at the Derby in which 
Alysheba chpped heels with 
Bet Twice in midstretch before 
re-raUying for the win. 

In the first Preakness 
under Pimlico's new owner¬

Twice thwarted Alysheba's 
bid for the Triple Crown, 
scoring by 14 lengths over 
Cryptoclearance in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl; Gulch 
was third, Alysheba fourth. 

Bet Twice, owned by Cisley 
Stable and Blanche P. Levy 
(the owners of Atlantic City 
Race Course), was trained by 
Warren (Jimmy) CroU and rid¬ 
den by Craig Ferret. 

B Ric Waldman, a former 
Fasig-Tipton executive and 
private bloodstock consultant 
from Kenmcky, was named 
vice-president in charge of 
Thoroughbred operations for 
Windfields Farm’s divisions in 
Maryland and Canada. 

The appointment by 
Windfields president Charles 
Taylor (son of E.P. Taylor) 
came within weeks of the 
announcement that Northern 
Dancer had been retired from 
stud duty at the Maryland 
farm. Waldman said he 
was ^‘actively scouting stal¬ 
lions everywhere—making 


a major concerted effort to 
acquire one or maybe more 
major new stallions” for the 
1988 season. Other plans 
were to consohdate parts 
of Windfields-bringing the 
farms in Maryland and Canada 
into a closer working relation¬ 
ship in order to cut down on 
expenses. 

Just over a year later, the 
Chesapeake City farm, which 
stood 12 stallions, ceased operation. 
''Sadly, our splendid Maryland 
farm is a luxury we can no longer 
afford,'' said Charles Taylor. 

B Chick Lang retired as 
Pimhco’s general manager. 
Linked to the Preakness for 
27 years, he chose to end his 
association with the track 
following the race’s 1987 
running. Wrote Joe Kelly:

‘‘Lang’s heart told him to stay 
at Pimlico but his logic 
dictated that Pimlico’s new 
owners-Frank De Francis, 
Robert and Tommy 
Manfuso-all possessed the 
know-how and desire to run 
their newly acquired track.” 

50years ago 

B Pioneer horsewoman 
Judy Johnson took over the 
operation of Blarney Farm in 
Woodstock, Md., with plans 
to use it as a training facility. 
Formerly owned by Rigan 
McKinney, the farm was pur¬ 
chased by Mr. and Mrs. H.L. 
Welsh, friends of Johnson’s 
who allowed her to lease the 
farm and its facilities. 

The second woman ever to 
be licensed as a trainer in the 


U.S. (in 1935-Max Hirsch’s 
daughter Mary Hirsch was the 
first earher that year), Johnson 
had grown up around horses 
in England. Her father was a 
well-known trainer in England, 
France and later the U.S. 

Eight years after obtaining 
her trainer’s hcense, Johnson 
got a jockey’s license. 

“It was during the war, 
and men were short in supply 
everywhere,” said Johnson. 

“I wrote to the Maryland 
Racing Commission and told 
them that since women were 
ferrying bombers, driving 
ambulances and doing rivet¬ 
ing, 1 couldn’t see why women 
shouldn’t be used to help out 
on the shortage of jockeys. 
About three days after I mailed 


the letter, Walter Haight [rac¬ 
ing editor for the Washington 
Pos^ called me up and told me 
the commission had approved 
my application. Then, in a few 
days, the license, signed by 
James F. Hayward, came in the 
mail.” 

Johnson was still actively 
training, but noted: “That race 
track routine will wear you 
down when you’ve been with 
it as long as I have. I’m so 
very hopeful about this farm 
project.” 

B Mr. and Mrs. B. Frank 
Christmas’ homebred Tows on 
got his first stakes win by 
sweeping home by 5 lengths 
in Monmouth’s Salvator Mile 
over a sloppy track. The 
4-year-old, trained by Frank 
Christmas, was a son of the 


Christmases’ stallion Cornwall, 
who stood at their Idle Miss 
Farm in Monkton. 

The mating of Cornwall 
with the Pilate mare Saracen 
Miss had been wonder¬ 
fully successful for the family. 
Saracen Miss’s three earher 
foals by the stalMon were aU 
winners (including 23-time 
winner Tows on Town). 

The family continued to turn out 
runners for the Christmases, among 
them Tow son'sfull-sister Tow son 
Town Gal, who was the dam of 
graded stakes winner Sailingon. 
Descendants of Christmas-bred 
daughters of Saracen Miss include 
champion female sprinter Dubai 
Majesy and Grade 1 winners 
Manistique, De Roche, Vil^k, 
Some Romance and Freedom Cry.
